MAN SHOT IN KENTUCKY AND 
DIES IN TENNESSEE.

CANN0T NOW BE PUNISHED. 


Middlesboro. Ky.. May 4.—[Special.] 
—One of the most Important questions 
that has ever come before tho Boll 
Circuit Court was passed upon hy 
Judge M. J. Moss this evening, the re¬ 
sult of which was the bringing to a 
sudden close of the case of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky against 
Charles Ball and Patton Ball charged 
wi'th the murder of Meade Cottrell. 

The defense made a motion that the 
Jury bo discharged and the case dis¬ 
missed because the killing had not been 
completed In Kentucky. It was proved 
by the first witness introduced that 
Cottrell was shot in Kentucky, but died 
at his home at Cumberland Gap, Tenn. 
the same day; thus, it was contended, 
that the charge of murder could not 
bo prosecuted against the defendants 

C. I. Dawson, of this city, for tha 
defense, made an exhaustive argument, 
after which Judge Moss sustained the 
motion and the Balls were set free. 
This question has never before been 
brought before a Kentucky' court so 
far as known, and Judge Moss' de¬ 
cision is regarded as an important one. 
The technicality on which the Bails 
were released Is very’ similar to the 
one on which James Gillespie, of Ris¬ 
ing Sun. Ind., recently was liberated 
after having been convicted of tho mur¬ 
der of his sister. The decision means 
that no charge except that of shooting 
and wounding could have been prose¬ 
cuted to a conviction 'Against the Balls, 
having b^bn put on trial for murder, 
and no other charge could be placed 
against them after the Jury* was sworn 
in this case.

They are Will- 
lam D. Haywood. Charles IL 
Moyer, president of the Western 
Federation of Miners; George A. PcttL 
bone, former member vt the Executive 
Board and Harry Orchard, a member 
of the Miners* Federation. 

Of these men Orchard, it is alleged, 
has made a confession in which he ad¬ 
mits that he killed the former Gov« 
ern^r, and In the some confession, it 
Ls alleged. Implicates the other men 
under arrest, together with others as 
bedng accessaries before the fact. Urn. 
dor the law of the State of Idaho, 
while It is admitted that Haywood, 
Moyer and Pettlbone were not In th* 
State of Idaho at the time of the mur¬ 
der. they are charged with the actual 
murder, the contention under the stat* 
ute being that they were an the spo-t 
in spirit; that they planned and, there-* 
fore. compAascd the death of Gov, 
Steumenberg.

The Steunenberg Murder. 

The murder of Steuncnberg is a pivot- 
*1 point in the history of this the most 
tomarkablo case In American jurispru¬ 
dence, for the ©vents develop backward 
$nd forward from his assassination. 

SKcunenberg was blown to death on 
the evening of December 30, 1905. In 
the gathering gloom of a stormy even- 
big he entered the side gat© of his resi¬ 
dence at Caldwell, where, retired from 
politics, he lived the simple life of a 
sheep farmer. A bomb of peculiar 
manufacture, with a string attached, 
was sunk in the snow’ beside the gate, 
the string, a piece of fishline, being 
fastened to the gate. As Steunenberg 
entered the opening of th© gate he 
sprang the trigger of the bomb. He 
was terribly mangled, being blown 
nearly fifteen feet from the gate. He 
lived nearly an hour, was conscious and 
spoke, but his ruptured eardrums were 
dead to sound and he died without 
knowing what had killed him. He asked 
his wife who had shot him, and the 
mystification of his eyes showed that he 

irould not tyear her reply.

Entire State Aroused. 


The explosion of the bomb aroused 
not only the little town of Caldwell, 
but the whole State of Idaho. Orchard 
bad murdered Steunenberg and before 
the day was over he was suspected. 
He had gone to Caldwell from Denver 
ns Thomas Hogan and variously claim¬ 
ed to be an insurance man. a buyer of 
sheep and gambler. A search of his 
|*oom in tho hotel revealed the first 
definite evidence and on January 1, 
1906, he was placed under arrest. Or¬ 
chard's trunk revealed more evidence 
and then & score of witnesses located 
him at various times, lurking about the 
Steunenberg home with Jack Simpkins, 
a member of the Executive Board of tho 
Western Federdtidb of Miners, who has 
pot been caught, watching the Stcunen. 
berg house with field glasses, and mak¬ 
ing Inquiries ns to Steunenberg's move¬ 
ments. At this Juncture there oc¬ 
curred a circumstance of which groat 
Significance had always been attached. 
It Is stated that Orchard, when asked 
at his preliminary examination if he 
wanted counsel, said that If news of his 
arrest were published counsel would 
promptly be on the ground to advise 
him. 

Subsequently “Hogan" was Identified 
by the Colorado police as Harry Or¬ 
chard, wanted on the charge of blowing 
UP tho Independence depot and upon 
tills Identification he admitted that Ho¬ 
gan was an assumed name; that his 
peal name was Harry Orchard. 

• • • 

Detective McPartland’s Work. 

In the meantime the case had passed 
Into the hands of the Pinkerton detec¬ 
tive agency and James McPartland, 
famous for his part in the Molly Mc¬ 
Guire affair, assumed charge of the 
Inquiry. McPartland secured what Is 
claimed to be a free and full confes¬ 
sion from Harry Orchard, who had 
been removed from the Juli at Cald¬ 
well to the penitentiary In this city for 
safekeeping, as feeling ran high against 
him in Caldwell. Orchard’s confession 
has never fully been made public, but 
it is known that It contains an alleged 
Admission of participation In nearly 
thirty murders, and that Or¬ 
chard charges Haywood, Moyer 
and Pettibone with having In¬ 
duced him to commit the crimes and 
having paid him In money an egreed 
sum for each. It Is alleged that Or¬ 
chard's confession has been amply con¬ 
firmed; that l\e will go upon the stand 
and will freely repeat it with the full 
knowledge that when his turn comeB 
for trial he will be convicted and exe¬ 
cuted. It is aald Orchard only desires 
to make a clean breast of his past 
and he Is quoted as saying that he 
desires to clear the whole thing up 
•’before I am executed." 

It states, the prosecutors believe they 
ban corroborate the confession in all 
Its moat Important aspects. It is alleg¬ 
ed that Pettibone was an expert on ex¬ 
plosives and that he, Moyer and Hay 
Ibood Jointly plotted the crimes.

the Arrests. 

On February 17 of last yearllaywoo-i. 
bioyer and Pettibone were arrested in 
Colorado and Immediately brought to 
Idaho. The arrest was made by Idaho 
officers at the time the murder w an 
committed. .'The Governor of Colorado 
honored the requisition of the Governor 
of Idaho, but there was no Judicial pro¬ 
ceeding in Colorado, a circumstance 
that led to a long and bitter contest. 
The affidavit charging that the men 
*wwe In the State of Idaho at the time 
of the murder being admittedly false 
|n fact, though true as a compliance 
with the letter and spirit of the statute, 
according to the officers of the State, 
gave rise to widespread dlsouwlon as 
to the propriety of the action of the 
two States involved. Then throughout 
the country wonrt the cry that the three 
prisoners had been kidnaped in defiance 
of all constitutional rights. This phase 
of the question was later tested by 
means of writs of habeas corpus, and 
an appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, the result being a vic¬ 
tory for the State of Idaho. 

There have been various preliminary 
legal proceedings In this case in Idaho, 
and much delay due to one cause or 
another. The most important proee:fl¬ 
ing has been a change of venue taken 
recently from Canyon county to Ada 
county on appli<*atlon of the defense, 
on the ground of prejudice.

Chicago, May 4.—The grand Jury to¬ 
day returned four Joln-t Indictments 
against former Chief of Police John M 
Collins and five other police and city 
officials in connection with alleged cor¬ 
ruption in the city police department. 
The action is tihe result of an Inves¬ 
tigation mode by the Civil Service 
Commission growing out of charges to 
the effect that the city police force 
had been used during the recent mayor¬ 
alty campaign In the interest of former 
Mayor Edward F. Dunne. 

Those under indictment are John M. 
Collins, former ohdof of police; W. L. 
O’Connell, former commissioner of pubi- 
11c works and chairman of tho Demo¬ 
cratic City Committee; Edmund H. 
Roche, city purchasing agent and mom. | 
bor of the Democratic City Committee; 
F. D. Comerforfl, former police attor¬ 
ney, and Detectives James McGrath 
and Patrick McNulty. 

The indictments are was follows: ; 

First—Against J. M. Collins for 
mutilation of official records of the po¬ 
lice department of the city of Chicago, 
and violation of Section 216 of the crim¬ 
inal code. 

Second—Against J. M. Collins nnd 
F. D. Comerforfl for conspiracy to do 
an illegal act by taking from the serv¬ 
ice a polio© officer and directing him 
on special work in behalf of the Demo¬ 
cratic party. 

Third—Against J. M. Collins. E. W. 
Roche and W. L. O'ConneU for con¬ 
spiracy to do an Illegal act in violation 
of the civil service laws. 

Fourth—Against Detectives Jame.% 
McGrath and Patrick McNulty for con¬ 
spiracy In soliciting and receiving 
bribes for political work.

REPORT ON SITE 

OF GATUN DAM 


ENGINEERS SAY FOUNDATION IS 
SUFFICIENTLY FIRM. 


SECRETARY TAFT TRANSMITS 
REPORT TO PRESIDENT. 


OTHER POINTS EXAMINED. 


Washington. May 4— Secretary Taft 
called at the White House to-day to 
show* the President the report of the 
engineers whom ho sent to examine 
the foundations for the Oatun dam on 
the Panama canal site. Alfred Noble. 
F. P. Stearns and J. H. Freeman, the 
engineers, report that they personally 
Inspected the five pits dug to deter¬ 
mine the character of the rock below 
the lovol of the foundations of the Jock 
walls. The deepest pit had a depth 
of over eighty-seven feet. 

The engineers individually descenlrd 
Into each of tho pits and found that 
they entered and continued In rock 
from a few feet below tho gTound sur¬ 
face to the bottom. With one excep¬ 
tion tho rock was a fine grained sand¬ 
stone. One test wos made by loading 
one square foot of the rock with 72.000 
pounds of steel rails. This weight, al¬ 
though several times as great as that 
which would rest upon an equal sur¬ 
face under the walls of the proposed 
lock, caused no appreciable Indenta¬ 
tion. Additional tests of a searching 
character were made by the engineer.* 
with satisfactory results. 

Beside the lock site at Oatun the en¬ 
gineers exum'ned the site of the pro¬ 
posed regulating works. There th*y 
found the same sort of rock and tho 
same pressure test failed only at 1.^40 
and 1,470 pounds per square Inch. The 
conclusion l.? that a stable foundation 
exists at this point. Similar examine 


extend Into the chimney. Tho brick 
jambs of every fire-place or grate open¬ 
ing, independent of tho lining, shall 
be at least one brick wide each, and 
the back of such opening shall be at 
least one brick thick. All hearlh or 
trimmer arches shall be at least twelve 
Inches longer on each side than the 
width of such openings, and at leust 
twenty Inches wide In front of the 
chimney brea^rt. Brick work over fire¬ 
places and grate openings shall be sup¬ 
ported by iron bars or brick arches." 

Mr. Webb Is also finding considerate 
fault with contractors who permit their 
employes to mix mortar on the asphalt 
streets. He says that the lime eits 
Into the asphalt and does much to de¬ 
stroy It. The building ordinance stip¬ 
ulates that lime, cement , or other mor¬ 
tar and concrete may be prepared on 
any public lawn or roadway within the 
space designated to no occupied by 
building materials, but if prepared on 
a lawn or roadway it shall be upon 
a light bed of tongued and grooved 
boards, placed upon two-inch oearers 
or sleepers, having an air space below 
and properly protected so as to pre¬ 
vent any splashing or dripping on the 
lawn or roadway.

Castleman stated In his correspondence 
with Gen. Bell that the horse was pri¬ 
vate property, furnished at privnto risk 
and by the prompting of public spirit 
without conditions. He made the offer 
for the purpose of showing the great 

efficiency of the American saddle horse.

Arabian a Twelve-Year-Old. 

•'Nedjran, the famous stallion, which 
Mr. Davenport has entered in the con¬ 
test Is a chestnut horse, twelve years 
old. standing about fourteen hands two 
Inches high. He was Imported from 
Arabia In 1903 by CapL Golnsford. of 
the English army, and was used In the 
International Polo matches of the Eng¬ 
lish army team. He was purchased by 
Mr. Davenport, brought to America, 
and was exhibited at the Lewis and 
Clarke Exposition, Portland. Ore., in 
1905, and was pronounced by many 
horsemen who saw him there a perfect 
horse. He Is said to be a stallion of 
remarkable beauty and Intelligence. 

For this ride, which Is expected to 
beat all records, Gen. Boll has chosen 
Second Lieut. E. R. Warner McCabe, 
now stationed at Fort Riley. IJout. 
McCabe will be accompanied on the ‘ 
long journey by Quartermaster-Ser¬ 
geant Samuel Peterson, of the Sixth 
cavalry, who will travel with Lieut. 
McCabe as orderly. Petersen is on ex¬ 
pert horse-shoeT and will pay particu¬ 
lar attention to the stallion's legs and 
feet during the Journey.

Two Famous American Horse?. 

Carolina and Clifton, the two horre* 
from which Gen. Cnstleman will mnk* 1 
his selection for the test, are well 
known to Kentucky horsemen, end U» 
horsemen all over the country for that 
matter. Carolina is a handsome mare, 
fifteen hands, two and a half inches 
high. Clifton Is a full brother to the 
famous mare Emily, an I stands fifteen 
hands two Inches high. 

An Interesting feature In connection 
with the proposed test Is the fact that 
Gen. Castleman has suggested that 
Lieutenant Reed, of the Sixth cavalry, 
be detailed to ride his horse over the 
long route. Lieutenant Reel served 
under Gen. Castleman during th* Spar.. 
Ish-American War, having been First 
Lieutenant of Company K, of the old 
Louisville Legion. He Is known per¬ 
sonally to Gen. Castleman. Is a native 
of Washington county, and Is rcgnrdcd 
as an expert horseman. American 
horsemen are satisfied that If Oer.. | 
Castleman's representative is turned 
over to Lieutenant Reed neither Caro, 
llna nor Clifton will suffer from lack | 
of attention.

south of the Ohio, were used by the Con- 1 
federate cavalry during the late Civ 1 j 
War and largely contributed to Its ndm'.t- I 
ted efficiency; but It will not bo denied. 

I boh eve. Oliat the type had reached then 
and retains now Its highest excellence In 
Kentucky. Tills fact Is due, I think, t » 
two causes: First, -to th*' wider ramifica¬ 
tion of thoroughbred blood in Kentucky, 
and. wccomUy. to the greater amount of 
cire In breeding—the Intelligent exp*ff- 
m«^>ta3 method on which nil Ifirprovement 
in breeds and strains ultimately depends — 
which has been systematically practiced 
In Kentucky. • • • 

If I bo correct In my estimate </f th* 
t>1w>rougbhred. then It must be conceded 
that the nearer he approximates him, the 
better :ino<her florae wiU be. But the 
Kentucky soddle-hrftl horse lias not only 
Inherited in a large mev«ure the excel¬ 
lence of the thoroughfare 1 in the res pec a 
to which 1 have called attention, but b»# 
aln> retained certain definable character¬ 
istics which bare more peouttariy distin¬ 
guished the humbler ©trains from which 
he Is defended. 

The thoroughbred horse, wfa'de spe dv 
and in certain ways agile. Is rr>t usujf'.y 
so quick on his feet and alert and adroit 
In Ms movements iu* an* the beet speci¬ 
mens of the inferior brood** which, cross¬ 
ed with him. have proH-oeed the siddl> 
horse. .. ..

Characteristics of Hers?. 

His trembendoua stride impairs Ms nc- 
actlvlity to some extent. And the reader 
should dirmiss tho Jd*n t : wut whin “In¬ 
ferior breeds” are mentioned in this con- 
noorHn, any reference meant to the 
clumrier and common stock*. The ma¬ 
ternal strains of the saddle -horiK! are 
rtyled “inferior” chiefly because. one 
already been said, they were unpedigreed; 
onu\ also because they po$sc«s in a lert 
degree the qualities which hove enabled 
the thoroughbred ta win on the turf. 
While not so game t»nd tlrele.*^ as riie 
tt -I Highbred. tl*<*se strains nevertheless 
exhibit wonderful endurance under the 
saddle, and have a cat-like quickness and 
nlmbtaie*? which more than anything 
ehso contribute to form the peculiar'gait 9 
which make their desrenderits »j valuablo 
for the fuwldle. • • • 

The jut :!d4«*-bred hbree is very valuable 
for| cavalry service, because of other 
re isotw than merely his superior powers 
of endurance. His smoother action and 
easier gn'lts rentier the march less ra- 
tlguing to the rkler; he succumbs less 
readily to pr1vn.tlons and exposures, and 
»nd* nvnv cheerfully to kind and 
careful treatment He acquires more 
promptly and perfectly tlie drill and the 
habits of the camp and march, and nls 
1 th exigence and courage make him more 
reliable on the field.

Tribe, which are ihe greatest of all horse 
breeders, their horses stand hobbled nil 
their lives from «olthood when not bring 
ridden, their food is the poorest and scan¬ 
tiest given to horses In any country, they 
aro never taken under shelter out ox 


storms or heat; still are the most remark¬ 
able for beauty. Intelligence and perfec¬ 
tion. of build of any horses known to 
civilisation, and the exhibitions of their 
endurance In the desert can scarcely be 
believed by horsenutp. Membere of the 
great Anesti Tribe have no belief that 
one of their horses would quit In a gal¬ 
loping contest of twenty-five or thirty 
hours, nor do they believe that the mat¬ 
ter of weight upon his back lias anything 
to do with his tiring. They belteve that 
he Is inspired by God—thus the graceful 
carriage of his high tall, carried unllkt 
any other horses known. But to discuss 
tho AraUbin horse ns a racehorse would 
l>e as useless os to Imagine that the Viui- 
derbilt Cup race meant anything to the 
advanceanent of the automobile, as to Its 
practical uses 

Arabian’s Peculiarities. 


While the average height of tho Desert 
Arabian Is 14 hands and 2 inches (more 
often under than over), at III. from the 
groat numbers that 1 had to choose from 
among the Anaaeh Tribe, I succeeded In 
getting several that aro 15 hands and 

For the benefit of uninformed people I 
will say that the colors of Arabian horses, 
in purity, are about as follows: Possibly 
about 40 per cent, are ba>'S, the rest 
chestnut and gray*, with browm rarely 
se«*n. as Is pure whlt«v and during our en¬ 
tire trip I saw but one black horse. .Spot¬ 
ted or piebald horses are never known In 
the Arabian desert, and it Is. strangely, 
the only horse in the world that In Its 
history never produced a sported horse. 
All of their horses Invariably have—espe¬ 
cially the white and gray ones—black 
skin around the eyes and nostrils, and 
are never seen with the so-called yellow¬ 
ish or pink skin. _ _

May Be Exterminated- By 
Government. 


ONLY 175,000 REMAIN WHERE 
THERE WERE 5,000,000. 


JAPANESE POACHERS CAUSE 
ALL OF THE TROUBLE. * 


KILL BREEDING ANIMALS. 


IMPOSED ON A POOR FELLOW.

“The punishers of dishonesty, the ex¬ 
posers of fraud, the reformers/' said 
District Attorney Jerome at a dinner, 
“have an ungrateful task.

The Pribylov Islands in Bering Sea 
ore said to bo the only place In the 
world where there are no mooqultooe 
and no houseflies. They will soon be 
equally devoid of fur seals. No final 
edict on the subject has been Issued 
yet, but It Is practically certain that 
before long the Government will decide 
to slaughter the entire herd, thus wip¬ 
ing out the species completely and 
finafliy, so far as the waters of the 
North Pacific are concerned. 

It is a great misfortune. When Sec¬ 
retory Seward paid to Russia $7,2£O.COO 
for Alaska, most people thought him 
very’ foolish. It was asserted that the 
addition of the Arctic province to 
Uncle Sam's domain could not be in 
any way profitable, so bleak and bar¬ 
ren a region being necessarily unpro¬ 
ductive. Nevertheless, since that time 
the fur seats alone have yielded a profit 
of $30,000.01)0. 

We might have derived from this 
source $1,000,000 a year for all time U» 
oome, without reducing the numbers of 
the seals. In fact, the herd might 
even have been largely Increased by 
judicious protection. But now this in¬ 
come Is lost forever, and. to consider 
another misfortune In the case 20.000 
persons In England, wlio have been em¬ 
ployed hitherto In the business of pre¬ 
paring the skins for market, will short¬ 
ly be deprived of their means of liveli¬ 
hood. 

When we acquired Alaska from Rus¬ 
sia we obtained exclusive property 
rights (so It was understood) over th«. 
eastern half of Bering Sea. which up to 
that time had been regarded as a mari¬ 
time lake belonging ?<* the Czar. This 
half Included the Pribylov Islands^- 
which, by the way, were not discovered 
until a little over a c ntury ago, owing 
mainly to the circumstances that they 
are shrouded in almost perpetual f«»g. 
With the Islands, of course, went the 
fur seals, and we might have succeeded 
In protecting nnd preserving the latter 
for an indefinite period, if only It had 
been their habit to spend all of their 
lives In the near neighborhood of the 
Pribylov group. 

Unfortunately, however, the seal* 
merely visit the Pribylov Islands In the 
summer time, for breeding purposes, 
leaving them in November and return¬ 
ing In June. The rest of the year they 
spend In a migratory voyage to more 
southern waters, the herd finding Its 
way In the month of February to a 
latitude some distance south of Bar. 
Francisco. and thereupon turning 
northward again. Having studied this 
habht of theirs. It has been nn easy 
matter for the masters of vessels spe¬ 
cially equipped for this sort of fishery 
to follow along with the herd through¬ 
out Its entire migration, and to kill oft 
the animals at leisure. 

Sometimes the seals, under such cir¬ 
cumstances. are speared while sleeping 
on the w ater, but usually they .ire shot. 
When shot, unless Instantly kill' d, they 
dive, and ns a result nine out of ten of 
those fatally Injured are lost. Accord¬ 
ingly. it Is estimated that the capture 
of 100.000 seals by this means Involved 
the destruction of about 1.000.000. If 
exposed to attack In no other way. the 
herd could not survive si c decima¬ 


tion for an indefinite period; but to 
complete the deadly wmrk the seal 
hunters pursued the practice of coast- 
I Ing in the vicinity of the Island and de- 
| atroylng the females as they ventured 
I out to sea In pursuit of fish for food 
When an animal 1 m assailed on Its 
breeding ground It Is surely doomed, In 
as much as nature's opportunity of 
multiplying the species is cut off. Thus 
It has been with the fur seals. Every 
female killed In the vicinity of the 
islands left one or more pups on shoro 
to starve to death, and in this manner, 
year after year, tens of thousands of 
the young perished miserably No won 
der, then, that within the last thirty 
years the rookeries of the Pribylov 
group have been rendered almost bar 
ren of the pinniped Inhabitants, the 
herd being reduced In numbers during 
that period from about 5,000,000 to 
175.000—-the present estimate. 

Against such depredations by our 
own people effective measures might 
have been adopted, but our Govern 
uiont has been almost helpless to deal 
with the Canadian poachers, all efforts 
to secure the Co-operation of Great 
Britain being vain. Inasmuch as all 
of the sealskins are dyed and other¬ 
wise prepared for market In England 
where for many years the Industry has 
given profitable employment to up 
ward of 20,000 persons, the at.itude of 
our friends across the sea In this mat 
ter has been, to say the least of it 
unintelligent; but even yet It is un 
changed, the main cause of It being 
that the British authorities were re- 
luctant. cm technical grounds, to ad 
mlt that our rights to Bering Sea ex 
tended beyond tho customary three 
mile limit. Now' It happens that the 
female seals commonly swim from 
twenty to thirty miles away from the 
Islands In pursuit of fish, and thus the 
Canadian poachers are easily able to 
destroy them. 

T(he trouble has been made worse of 
lute by the enrtnanoeof Japanese pooch 
era upon the scene. They have aotu 
uJ'ly gone so for as to make raids upon 
itio rookeries, landing upon the Islands, 
elaugbturing the animals and making 
off with the skins. Incidentally to one 
such pi rail rail raid, lust July, they kill 
d several hundred seals and. being In 
a hurry to escape, did not hesitate to 
skin them alive On this occasion two 
or three of the Japanese were shot and 
others were captured—the incident 
giving rise to some controversy be 
i ween our own Government and the 
auchoritivs at Tokio. 

The problem, hi ken as a wluble. pre 
rentes two unfortunate aspects. One Is 
the wanton de^truoLion of property; the 
►ibar is the cruelty and barbarity of 
Hire methods employed !tn wiping out 
one of the most valuable of fur-bearing 
animals. As for tihe property. It is 
practically g*me. There seems to be 
un hope Of saving It, even In part. The 
only way 'to put a stop to the cruelty 
Is to excermlnwjte che herd, and t» this 
l ist resort our Government Is on the 
point of having recourse—'though, as 
may well be Imagined, with the utmost 
reluctance. 

It is an easy matter. In summer the 
entire herd Is assembled cm the Prlby 
lov Island. To slaughter every one of 
them would require only a few w**ek’s 
work. This done, the hides could be 
shipped to market, representing a last 
and final consignment, and the mar¬ 
ket w'oukl be settled forever, because 
there would bp no more barbarity, an 
end to the poaching, and Incidentally 
an end to the Industry of preparing 
sealskins for market in England. 

This Is what Is almost certain to hap¬ 
pen. It may be that a last effort, which 
we are now making, to persuade Great 
Britain to co-operate with us In the 
protection of these unfortunate anl 
mals, will be successful. If It Is not, our 
Government will he obliged to destroy 
the herd—the small remnant of It, that 
Is to say, which still exists. NVhat 
folly It seems! And yet It Is only 
repetition of What has already hap¬ 
pened In the case of many other valua¬ 
ble species. The sea elephant, valued 
for Its oil, was the first Alaskan crea¬ 
ture to be wiped out. Then came the 
sea otter, which Is now so rare that a 
good skin is worth about $1,000. The 
walrus, w'hlch, all things considered, is 
the most useful of all arctic animals, 
is being driven to extermination—one 
result in this Instance being starvation 
for thousands of Eskimos.

NOTHING LIKE WORK. 

SAYS RICH MAN. 

Imaginary Idler Talks To An Imagi¬ 
native Reporter. 


[New r York Sun,] 

'After all," e*Ud a man who some 
time ago had a fortune left to him 
‘there Is nothing like work. 

"I used to think that if I had money 
enough to live on comfortably, so that 
I didn't have to work. I should be hup- 
py. My work was one Incessant grind, 
day after day. the same unending round 
of the same things over and over again, 
and 1 used to get so tired of it all that 
It seemed as though I should fly. 

“But I had to keep on at It to live 
and so I did keep at It till a distant 
relative of mine that 1 had never 
known was w'orth anything ’died and 
left me a fortune. 

'There never was anything that ever 
happened to me that ever gave me half 
so much pleasure as that. The first 
thing I did was to whake my work, 
which I got rid of as quickly as I de¬ 
cently could, and then I set about plan¬ 
ning erdoyment. 

"The one thing of all that I w'anted 
most was travel. I craved a change nnd 
when that money came I got It. I ret 
out on my dreamed-of travels, and 
found a keen delight In them all—for a 
time. 

"It was all the same to me whether 
It rained or the sun shone, for wherever 
I w'as or wherever I was going, I was 
free to enjoy It all, and I did for a 
time, but then I began to find myself 
in n way apart, nnd not so much priv¬ 
ileged to enjoy these things as I had 
been at first. 

"For I was an Idler pure and simple, 
while nil those to whom I w’as indebted 
for the possibility of the pleasures ot 
travel, the railroad men $.rd the gream- 
Fhlp men. were all workers, as were 
also the hotel men and the theater peo¬ 
ple and everybody to whom I was In¬ 
debted for pleasure* In sojourn; all 
workers. Ro likewise were all or nearly 
all the traveYra I met. workers In one 
field or another, all. nnd finding now In 
traveling for rest and pleasure and re¬ 
creation delight In every breath they 
drew* because they were workers. 

"And they w'ere drawn, if not togeth¬ 
er. at least toward one another of their 
kind, while I, nn Idler only, hud nothing 
In common with the w’orld. Even In 
the fur distant ports where I leaned 
over the rail I found myself more and 
more separated from the laborer on the 
wharf, who. bound though he might be 
to his work, yet had an object In life, 
which he accomplished by labor, w’hile 
l was a man apart. 

"In fact the more I Idled the more 
clearly 1 came to realize that the law 
of the universe is labor, that in nature 
there Is nothing Idle, and the more I 
traveled the more clearly It came to mo 
how’ few real Idlers there are among 
men. When finally at the end of three 
years of Idling I had come back again 
to the city. 1 had this fact borno In 
upon me with greater Intensity than 
ever, and now’ the great Joy that I had 
found at first in sheer loafing was quite 
departed. 

"The city was alive with activity, 
with men nil at w f urk. all doing some¬ 
thing. all accomplishing something, and 
I was nut of It nn Idler and—a stranger. 
Actually men looked nt me as a strange 
being, and some of them with curiosity. 
That I should be doing nothing when 
there was a chance they wondered. 

"Friends that I had know'n greeted 
me and smiled and then—passed on. 
They had their work to do. and their 
Interests and their sympathies were 
with other people. So I stood alone, as 
one set off. until, by a kind Providence, 
there arose within me a desire to w'ork. 

"I've been at It ever since, and I am 
at It still, grateful to be back In the 
fold of men."

Alleged to have brutally assaulted 
his wife with his fists, John Bischoff. 
*on of Jacob Bischoff. the wife mur¬ 
derer. now confined in Central Asylum 
for the Insane at Lakeland, was ar¬ 
rested by County Patrolmen Marshall 
and Williams yesterday afternoon and 
taken to the Jefferson county Jail, whore 
a charge of malicious assault with in¬ 
tent to kill was slated against him. The 
assault is alleged to have taken place 
at Biachoff's home, near Douglas boule¬ 
vard, Thursday. The police were not 
Informed about the assault until Fri¬ 
day and as Bischoff succeeded in mak¬ 
ing his escape from Patrolman Mar¬ 
shall when the latter took him into 
custody that day, he was not lodged in 
Jail until yesterday afternoon. He was 
released on bail at once. 

Following the assault alleged to have 
been committed Thursday Mrs. Bisch¬ 
off left her home and went to that of 
her father, Robert Hoke, a farmer liv¬ 
ing near Jefferson town. Friday after¬ 
noon, It la said, Bischoff appeared at 
the Hoke home and made an effort to 
Induce one of the Hokes to open the 
door and permit him to enter. Mr. 
Hoke had gone to Louisville and there 
was no one at home except Mrs. Hoke 
and her daughter. Frightened by her 
husband's demonstrations on the pre¬ 
vious day. Mrs. Bischoff Rays that she 
was afraid to open the door, os she be¬ 
lieved that her husband Intended to do 
her bodily harm. She telephoned Cal 
Marshall to come and place her hus¬ 
band under arrest, as the latter did. He 
took Bischoff to Louisville and lodged 
him in Jail on a charge of breach of the 
peace, as he was not cognizant of the 
faot that Bischoff was alleged to have 
assaulted his wife.

Bischoff got out on ball, and at 7 
o'clock that night, it Is alleged, he 
again appeared at the Hoke home and 
demanded that his w ife come out. HU 
father-In-1 aw had returned home and 
hearing Bischoff at the door he opened 
It to be confronted, he says, by the 
cold muzzle of & revolver held In 
Blaohoff's hand. He did not know 
whether his son-in-law had Intended to 
shoot or not, lie aaid, and did not give 
him time to enJlgfhten him. Bmmmlng 
the door in his face he got hls shotgun 
and opening the door again he fired two 
shots at the fleeing figure of hls som- 
ln-Jaw\ he dedarea Neither of the 
shots took effect 

Col. Marshall's attention was attract¬ 
ed by the shooting and he pursued 
Blachoff until he succeeded in catching 
hfan. As Bischoff made no resistance 
When taken Into custody the county 
patrolman did not handcuff him. He 
accompanied him to the station of the 
Interurban car. and as he was about 
to board the car on the way to Louis¬ 
ville, hls prisoner turned and ran. 
Marshall follow'ed him, but Bisrihoff 
had gained a lead on him and suc¬ 
ceeded In making hls escape. Yester¬ 
day afternoon Marshall and Williams 
were going to Bischoff'* home In order 
to piece him under arrest. They met 
him Just as he wsl* about to get on a 
cor going into LouJsvUle.

MRS. ROOSEVELT’S 
YACHT IN A COLLISION 


THE 4 ‘SYLPH” CRASHES INTO 
TUGBOAT MAKING PORT. 


FALLING FLAGSTAFF NARROW¬ 
LY MISSES MRS. ROOSEVELT. 


MISUNDERSTANDING ORDERS. 


Washington, May 4.— Mrs. Roosevelt 
and a number of ladies who accompa¬ 
nied her aboard the yacht Sylph nar¬ 
rowly escaped a serious accident as the 
boat reached Washington yesterday on 
Its return from a trip down the Poto¬ 
mac river. 

Through some misunderstanding the 
boat went post her dock and crashed 
into a tugboat. The shock was so se¬ 
vere that the flagpole of the Sylph fell 
to the deck with a crash, narrowly 
missing Mrs. Roosevelt and those with 
her, among whom were Mrs. Clifford 
Richardson, of New York, and Mrs. Ba¬ 
con, the wife of the Assistant Secretary 
of State. Happily, none w f as hurt. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was entertaining a 
party of friends aboard the yacht, hav¬ 
ing left the city at noon. For a time 
following the accident there was con¬ 
siderable excitement aboard the yacht 
but the ladles were assured there was 
no danger and the vessel Swas backed 
to her dock, where the party disem¬ 
barked without further adventure. Both 
yacht and tug were more or less dam¬ 
aged. 

The Impression Is that the engineer 
misunderstood an order to reverse hls 
engines as ono to go forward, resulting 
in the collision. The racing launch of 
the Sylph was badly damaged. The 
fact that the yacht was not proceeding 
nt a rapid rate was regarded as for¬ 
tunate. ns otherwise the damage would 
have been considerable. 

Capt. Roacoe C. Blumer. the captain 
of the Sylph, wan at the White House 
to-dny. but for % whot purpose It could 
not be ascertained.

WHOLE MATTER OF LABELING 
MAY BE REOPENED. 


DELEGATIONS FROM MASSACHU¬ 
SETTS AND MARYLAND. 


PROTESTS AGAINST RULING. 


Washington. May 4.—[Special.]— 
Straight whisky representatives In 
Washington received a severe shock 
this afternoon caused by the visit of 
two big delegations from Massachu¬ 
setts and Maryland, headed by Senator 
Lodge and Representative Gill to urge 
the President to re-open the entire 
question of labeling whisky. According 
to the Washington Star the President 
•‘agreed to reopen the whole matter and 
have tho Attorney General hear all 
sides." 

When the reports were called to the 
attention of Secretary Loeb to-night he 
said that tho President had not agreed 
to rtNnpen the subject. 

It Is understood here that some days 
ago the Attorney General told several 
Ohio distillers that he had no objec¬ 
tion to hearing arguments from them 
with reference to his recent decision. 
It is presumed that the same courtesy 
would be granted the Maryland and 
Massachusetts distillers If they desire it. 

S ut It la regarded here as highly lm- 
robable that the Attorney General will 
reverse his own opinion on the sub¬ 
ject. 

Both the Massachusetts and Balti¬ 
more delegations submitted written 
protests against the ruling as to how 
whiskies should be labeled. The Balti¬ 
more delegation, representing fifty-live 
distilling, rectifying and wholesale 
liquor establishments, declared that 
millions of dollars would te lost in that 
city if the decision should stand. 

They say: “The effect of such a rul¬ 
ing would be to deprive an article of a 
name it has always had, a purpose 
which was not clearly contemplated by 
the pure food law. We feel that the 
facts must have been misrepresented 
to you and the Attorney General, and 
we venture to express tho hope that 
you will see your way clear to recon¬ 
sider tho matter In such a way that 
all arguments pro and con shall be giv¬ 
en In the open and not secretly or sur¬ 
reptitiously. thus affording every in¬ 
terest an opportunity to hear and reply 
to every argument advanced pro and 
con." 

The petition declares that the Blgnorg 
are ns anxious as anybody to give the 
public what It desires In the way of 
pure drinks, but that under the pres¬ 
ent ruling the public will need protec¬ 
tion Instead of being protected. 

• • • 

Four of the leading manufacturers of 
Northern France are In the city on a 
tour of the cotton and woolen mills of 
the United States and Canada.

Paris Canine Brigade Proves Disap¬ 
pointing On the Seine. 

. ---* 

[Paris Dispatch to New York Sun.] 

It is to be hoped that the dogs are to 
assist the police In catching male¬ 
factors will prove more successful 
thun their brothers that were 
to do great service as life savers along 
the banks of the Seine. . 

This life saving brigade was started 
some five years ago with a great fiour- 
Eh of trumpets. The diving dog 
brigade was the talk of the day. 

Enrolled on the city’s books, trained 
by the river police, they were to be 
seen on the quays. In uniform— leather 
collar with the arms of Paris—learning 
to drag a drowning man from the 
water. The drowning man they 
practiced on was a dummy. * 

Originally it was planned that two 
dogs should be sent in to save the un¬ 
fortunate. but owing to a want of un¬ 
derstanding between the rescuers each 
generally brought out half the figure. 
So the rule was made that only one 
dog should work at a time. 

They then had to be trained to dive 
with their eyes open. This was ac¬ 
complished through the efforts of a 
riser policeman who, with a lump of 
beef in his hand, swam by the dog’s 
side. He lowered his hand In the 
water and the dog soon learned to 
keep his eyes open to follow the meat. 
A somewhat more difficult task fol¬ 
lowed—to insure that the dogs would 
not treat a drowning man as they 
did the beef. 

Rules were draw-n up for the con¬ 
trol of tho new life savers: 

L The training of the dogs must 
be of a uniform nature. They must 
first be exercised In walking at heel. 

2. No one must speak to them ex¬ 
cept In the following terms: ”To heel,” 
•’Buck.” “Here,” "Silence." ”Go seek.” 

• Bring here.” “Lie down,” ”8lt up." 
"Kennel.” “To the w'ater.” 

3. The dogs must not be struck nor 1 
must sweet things be given to them. 

4. They must not be allowed to 
spring on people. They must !*• j 
trained to show' the presence of evil -1 
doers by barking; the policeman must 
then cal! them buck to heel. 

5. When the dogs have been In the 1 
water In cold weather they must bet 
taken to the relief station to be dried, j 

The brigade consisted of Paris, a fine t 
black dog. a cross between a New-; 
foundlaml and an Esquimau; Diana, 1 
Tiirco. Pelvoux, Olan, Madge and the 
offspring of Diana and Paris, of whom 
Argos earned some reputation—but 
on dry land. 

They were set to work and showed 
more good will than intelligence. They! 
dived admirably; they wore fairly, 
obedient until they reached the water, 
when they threw off all control. 

Then the drowning man proved quite 
n different thing from the dummy. He 
struggled and the sight of the dog 
frightened him, not without reason, as j 
his would-be savior w as as likely to j 
seize him by the throat as anywhere 
else. 

The best that can be said of the j 
canine brigade’s success is that there | 
Ib no record of their having drowned j 
anybody, thanks chiefly to the exer- 
tlons of the biped brigade, several of 
whom w’ere nearly drowned with the 
men they w-ere rescuing, by their 

quadruped assistants. 

When it became clear that their zeal 
was entirely discounted by their 
clumsiness the dog brigade was re-

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lleved of its water duties and re¬ 
tained to act as land guardians and 
assistants of the police agents, who 
never lost their admiration for the 
dogs, despite their failure. 

They entered Into the task qf chas¬ 
ing vagabonds from the river banks 
with the utmost good will. Argos in 
particular distinguished himself in 
driving them from cover. He had a 
knack of upsetting them by running 
between their legs which endeared him 
to the hearts cf the police agents. 

Argos has Just died inglorlously of 
gaxtro-enteritls. Olan, who was good 
at retrieving a stone from the bottom 
of the river, swallowed one and It 
killed him. 

Various maladies have carried off tho 
others so that Diana and Paris are the 
sole survivors. Diana had become so 
bad tempered that she took no notice 
of any command. One day she went so 
far as t-o spring at her master and her 
life was only spared at the Intercession 
of a butcher to whom her ferocity was 
a charm. Diana now protects a 
suburban meat store. 

Paris Is alone left on city duty. He 
Is night watchdog at the Mint, ’where 
the slightest suspicious noise is cer¬ 
tain to arouse his vigorous powers of 
barking. 

Thus ends the Institution which has 
entirely failed to realize the hop?s 
with which it was started. The drown¬ 
ing are now rescued by an Ingenious 
invention made of cord, much surer 
than the Newfoundland and far loss 
dangerous. 

The dog as a life saver has proved 
a failure; perdinps as a policeman ho 
will win back his lost laurels.

NEW YORK SUBWAY 

GETTING TOO SMALL 


New Population Must Walk If Trans¬ 
portation Facilities Are Not 
Improved. 


[New York Bun.] 

Now’ that there seems to be little 
possibility of new' oubwr&ye being start* 
ed in the next tw r o or three years, a 
report which has been prepared by 
Chief Engineer Rice of the Rapid 
Transit Commisedon, showing the need 
for the expansion of the subway sys¬ 
tem, Is interesting. Accompanying the 
report are charts demonstrating that 
the population of the city has doubled 
each twenty-five years in the last half 
century and predicting that it will be 
doubled agatn by 1932. Congested as 
the local traveling facilities are at the 
present time, "the indecent and over¬ 
crowded conditions now prevailing on 
all the aity’s transportation lines” wlLl 
beoome still more accentuated In the 
next few years unless more subways 
are built in this borough and in Brook¬ 
lyn. 

Mr. Rlcem says that In 1903 the sur¬ 
face cars In Manhattan carried 391,354,- 
877 paid passengers, a total increase of 
about 7 per cent, in five years. But 
the population increased 10 per cent. In 
the same period. "Each Inhabitant rode 
194 times during 1901 as compared with 
181 times In 1906. It is therefore 
apparent that the public is not riding 
on the surface cars as often as for¬ 
merly. There are several reasons for 
this. The subway traverses a section 
of the city which had not formerly 
been provided with rapid transit fa¬ 
cilities. therefore the people here, who 
had been compelled before to use the 
surface ears. Immediately changed to 
the subway. Again, a great many peo¬ 
ple have moved their homes from 
lower Manhattan into upper Manhat¬ 
tan and The Bronx, and In conse¬ 
quence have become patrons of the ele¬ 
vated and subway roads. The number 
of passengers carried in 1906 docs not 
represent the maximum number car¬ 
ried per year during the last five years. 
In 1903 there were 396.570,435 surface 
car passengers, amounting to nrarliy 
200 rides per capita. This was the 
summit year of the surface car travel. 
The changes In the trackage and car 
mileage have not corresponded with 
the variations In the traffc. The for¬ 
mer has Increased about 14 per cent., 
but the latter only about one-half of 
1 per cent. The density of traffic, ox 
number of paid passengers per car 
mile, has Increased over 6 per cent. 

•‘At present, if there were greater 
facilities for the long distance travel, 
the traffic on the surface lines w'ould 
be materially less. The surface lines 
should be wholly available fer the short 
hauls. If the (raffle growth on these 
lines for the five years Just past Is 
maintained for a decade the paid pas¬ 
sengers would then be about 419.000,000 
In i9U and 448.000.000 In 1916. This 
number of people can probably be tak¬ 
en care of on the present surface lines 
without excessive overcrowding, pro¬ 
viding the street conditions are so 
regulated as to reduce to a minimum 
the obstruction to car movement and 
the size of aH the cars In service Is In¬ 
creased to the dimensions of the largest 
cars now' being used." 

Mr. Rice, figuring on the normal 
population Increase, estimates that by 
Including the traffic on these surface 
lines the total number of passengers 
carried on the surface, elevated and 
subway routes In Manhattan and the 
Bronx will in 1911 be 1.153,000.000, a 
dally average of 3.131,000. and in 1916 
1,626.000,000, giving a daily average of 
4.454.800. Proceeding to speak of the 
needs of the future, Mr. Rice f«ays In 
his report; 

“Transportation mudt be provided 
for the rush hour conditions or maxi¬ 
mum number carried In one hour In one 
dlreoOkHL The capacity of the existing 
elevated and subway roads based oil 
such condition®. If all passengers are 
to have seats. Is not far from 200.000.- 
000 per yersr. If moderate crowding Is 
to be permitted, about 300,000,000. The 
estimated number of surface car riders 
has already been stated for Manhattan 
as 419.000,000 in 1911 and 448.000,000 In 
1916, for the Bronx as 42.000,000 in 1911 
and 57,000,000 in 1916. Deducting these 
figures and the estimated capacity of 
the existing elevated «nd subway lln*« 
to be taken care of in 1911 and 1916. 
we have either, when seats are fur¬ 
nished. 492,000.000 and 921.000,000. or 
with moderate crowding 392,000,000 and 
821,000.000 passengers, respectively, for 
whom transportation must be pro¬ 
vided in new subway's yet to be con¬ 
structed. 

“Under moderate crowding tw r o ad¬ 
ditional subways must be completed 
within five years and six within ten 
years. If seats are to be provided three 
additional four-track subways will have 
to be put In operation within the next 
five years and three more within a 
decade. In order that the Inhabitants of 
Manhattan and The Bronx may be 
transported to and from their dally 
business In comfort and decency.** 

But unless something Is done to In¬ 
duce the Investment of private esp¬ 
ial In new subways Mr. Rice’s recom¬ 
mendations will not be carried out. Tho 
city, according to the Mayor and the 
Controller, Is not financially able to 
start on the # bulldlng of one subway, to 
say nothing* of the suggestion of con¬ 
structing six In the next ten years. 

The Rapid Transit Commission will 
refer to-day to Its counsel, George L. 
Rives, for his legal opinion, a plan sug¬ 
gested to the board for a new subw'ay. 
Tho plan comprises a four-track tuu-

OHIO PRECONVENTION BOUT 
WILL BE “FAST.” 


TAFT SOON TO OPEN SCORCHING 
CAMPAIGN. 


ROOSEVELT THE SOLE ISSUE. 


[Washington Special to the Chicago 
Record-Herald. 1 

When Secretary Taft returns to 
Washington from Panama and the 
Indies next Monday. It ts probable steps 
will be taken at once to complete the 
joining of the Issue for the hottest pre¬ 
convention presidential campaign since 
the days when James G. Blaine was a 
political giant and the Republican par¬ 
ty, following him and other leaders— 
nearly all of whom have passed away— 
was arrayed in bitter factions with the 
White House and the spoils of office 
the goals. 

Washington Is merely the mirror 
which reflects the Intense Interest pre¬ 
vailing In Ohio. In New York, down 
South, out West and everywhere over 
the fight for the Republican presiden¬ 
tial nomination next year, which al¬ 
ready has been inaugurated and In 
which Secretary Taft looms up as one 
of tho central figures. 

Tho question now* is: W f hat Is Sec¬ 
retary Taft going to do? Since he left 
the shores of the United States last 
month he has b*en made tho tentative 
bearer of the Roosevelt standard for 
the coming fight. Whether he Is to 
become the actual leader depends sortie. 
what on the trend of events in Ohio. It 
depends equally as much on the per¬ 
sonal part Secretary Taft Is willing to 
play from this time on. 

Hence the anxiety of his friends to 
get into close communion with him and 
the anxiety of those who aro not his 
political friends to hear what he may 
have to say and what he may propose 
to do. 

• • • 

Rooseveltlsm vs. antl-Rooseveltlsm— 
that is the real issue that Is before tho 
Republicans of the country and which 
will continue until the delegates to the 
next Republican national convention 
have named the party ticket. Possibly 
there never has been a campaign at a 
time so far ahead of the time for plac¬ 
ing candidates in the field where the 
personalities of leaders were so subor¬ 
dinated to ideas, regardless of surface 
appearances. There Is one commanding 
personality right now wherever the 
gage of battle has been thrown down, 
and It Is that of President Roosevelt, 
who has declared his refusal to accept 
another term, and who is taken at his 
word by the field marshals. 

The men who stand out as possible 
successors to his chair are mainly the 
exponents of Roosevelt or anti-Roose¬ 
velt Ideas. 

Secretary Taft during h!s absence 
from the scenes of political strife has 
been entered formally as th** leader of 
one side of the factional fight In Ohio, 
where the first blood in the sanguinary 
struggle already has been shed, $nd 
which will be the principal battlefield 
of the contending forces until a de¬ 
cisive victory ba won by one side or 
the other. 

Rut the real fight In Ohio, it Is well 
understood here and by those on the 
ground. Is not between Taft and For¬ 
aker, but between Roosevelt and For- 
aker. The Ohioan who shouts for Taft 
does so because Taft stand* for Roose¬ 
velt. And It is because of the knowl¬ 
edge regarding the strength of the 
Roosevelt sentiment in Chin In the 
main, coupled with the developments 
gtace hostilities were opened by 6mliter 
iKoraker a few week* ago, that the 
opinion prevails In the br*st posted cir¬ 
cles that Ohio Republicans will over¬ 
throw the Fomker-Dlck machine and 
make Secretary Taft the foremost fl^- 
uer in the contest for the presidential 
nomination. 

• • • 

The campaign In Ohio has progressed 
far enough to enable observers to fore¬ 
see probable results when the choice 
of a candidate for nomination for the 
highest office In the land is put up to 
the members of n party In a State at 
primaries'for the first time In the coun, 
try’s history. Some of these observers 
from outside of Ohio have visited 
Washington In returning fr m the field 
of activities, and they unite In th* 
opinion that the previously well oiled 
and invincible Buckeye Republican ma¬ 
chine Is likely to prove ineffective in 
the present struggle, principally be¬ 
cause President Roosevelt opposes It 
and Is being antagonized by It. 

“Foraker wflr win because he never 
has been beaten.’* has been the claim 
of those who believe a good deal In 
precedent and have made only a cur¬ 
sory Investigation of the situation. 
There has been a lot of banking on 
F\)raker’« undeniable popu’arlty In Lh * 
past and upon his fighting qualities 
when his own Interests are at stake. 
The close observers, however. know 
thAt FV>raker's popularity has waned, 
that it has waned largely because he 
has arrayed him self persistently 
against the President and the pallcte# 
which th* President advocates and be¬ 
cause on Ihe direct Is'ue the people are 
overwhelmingly behind the Whfi* 
House. Furthermore the Republh an 
machine Itrelf Is not whnt It w.wvh« 
Mark Hanna turned it ove* to Charles 
A. Pick. And Dirk Is not Hanna. 

• • • 

The Inst time Foraker and Dick won 
a fight in Ohio they had to get Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt’s support to save them¬ 
selves. It will be remembered that 
there was a State convention In Ohio 
last year, and at almost the last min¬ 
ute a revolt against the machine was 
started bv Representative Burton, who 
has hopes of sitting in the .Senate some 
day. and by Harry M. Dougherty, on* 
of the vigorous yo-unger leaders of the 
party. Started as lute as It was, the 
Insurgent movement gained great head¬ 
way under charges that Foraker and 
Dick were hostile to Prcslrbui’t Roose¬ 
velt. It became so formidable that 
both Foraker and Dick hastened to 
brand the charges as false, and the del¬ 
egates believed them, glv.ng them 
equal indorsement with the national 
leader of the party. 

Ruit even after the convention the 
charges con tin led. and there is no tell¬ 
ing what the result at the polls might 
have been had not the President sent 
his son-in-law. Representative konK- 
worth. out there to toll the Repuhllcin 
voters that he wanted the whole ticket 
dioted. 

FV»raker could not fool the people 
twice within t\\o years, it to declared, 
and he evidently appreciates the folly 
of attempting that under present cir¬ 
cumstances, which have drawn the 
lines squarely between the two men— 
himself and the President. 

No sooner did Foraker win hif last 
/fight on the pledge of himself n ud Pick 
I than they w*re for and not against the 
President than he exhibited the hoi- 
lowness of those professions Of faith. 
One the very opening day of Jhe last 
session of CongreF* Senator Foraker 
forced an opportunity to put hlmsel. 
in the position »vf national loader of 
the anti-Roosevelt forces. V

has been a Roosevelt man. ahd the lat¬ 
ter Is what will count in Ohio and the 
Republicans are to have the first say. 

Not only in the Brownsville affair, 
but at every turn. Foraker has fought 
Roosevelt. He must make his present 
fight on that record.

You must travel through Lancashire 
to understand what is meant by the 
‘•boom” In the cotton trade. On either 
side of the railway you see mills, fifty 
windows long, six stories high, and 
brand new. Some are not yet roofed, 
others have scaffolding round still un¬ 
finished smokestacks. Hordes of brick¬ 
layers and laborers are working on 
them at full pressure. From a ha&ty i 
Impression you would suppos that the 
cotton trade dated from the d \y before | 
yesterday. 

Th wave of prosperity set In two 
years ago. Certain mills ar known to 
be earning 100 p^r cent, on the r share 
capital; a good nanny are ptying 80 per 
cent. The moat profitable concern* nat¬ 
urally keep their accounts to them¬ 
selves. In the case of thus* who pub¬ 
lished balance sheets for 19 6 the av r- 
age dividend works out at per 

cent. Hence th»? rush to Invest. Taking 
Lancashire tt* a whole, forty-eight new 
millk, with 4.750,000 spindles beg3n 
■work during last year* Ft rty-five mills, 
with 8,881.000 spindles, are now buildlrg 
In addition weaving sheds have bevn 
put up containing 80.000 power looms. 

• • • 

Labor At a Premium. 

This Is the greatest and, It may be 
added, the most rapid, expansion the 
cotton trade hss yet known Twelve 
million five hundred thousand pounds 
of fresh capitaj hns been embark'd in 
it. The new mills and sheds mean em¬ 
ployment for 40,000 more operative*. 
Directly and Indirectly a-noth>r U0.0C0 
people are or soon will be able to find 
sustenance from Lancashire’s textile 
Industry. For the first time for many 
years labor Is at a premium. Wages all 
round have reached the maximum, but 
d l* fw more. 

The newest mills have machinery of 
the latest pattern. Not only, therefore, 
do they show the highest return on 
share capital, but they are tlve estab¬ 
lishments In which the operatives, who 
are paid on a system of plece-w'ork. 
cam the highest wages. Consequently, 
they attract the cream of the labor. Im¬ 
provements of cotton mill machinery 
have since 1868 rerljiced the cost of spin¬ 
ning “average counts” of yarn fmm 
2 1-W. to l l-16d. per lb. Prosperity de¬ 
pends on the manufacturer's margin per 
lb. on his total output. To-d:iy the 
margin stands at 3 l-3d. It has never 
been higher. . 

Thus when from the general preval¬ 
ence of peace or other causes the 
world’s demand for cotton goods 
reaches a maximum Lancashire, which 
Is all the while steadily reducing the 
mechanical coet of production, Is able 
to rush in, underbid competitors, and 
yet take n substantial, not to say hand¬ 
some. profit. In the finer grades of cot¬ 
ton cloths Lancashire manufacturers 
Jinve as yet In most markets no rivals. 
Th*:*y hold the trade In op**n markets by 
cheapness and In protected markets by 
quality. 

Something like a hundred new spin¬ 
ning mill companies have been flooded 
since the “boom" began, yet they hnve¬ 
to all Intents not been heard of in the 
money market. Where, then, do the 
millions they raise come from? The 


answer is that eight-tenths of the eap- 
Ital at least Ls found by the operatives. 

One of the peculiarities of the cotton 
Industry Is that the operatives are sub¬ 
stantially the capitalists. Where a spin¬ 
ner could make £2 a week In an old 
mill he can earn from £3 to £3 10s. a 
week In a new mill and at the same 
tiine pay his “plecers,” or a*adstants, 
higher wage*. In a new mill he Is In 
charge of a spinning mule of the latest 
design producing from 200 lb. to 250 lb. 
more yarn per week. 

Naturally, therefore, he is keen to 
tramirfer to a new establishment. To 
do this, however, he must be ready to 
Invest in the enterprise or to advance 
« loan. In many of the new mitts men 
who have had to lend £20Q at inter¬ 
est before they could secure employ¬ 
ment. Possession of capital being the 
lever of advancement he has become by 
habUt thrifty. Practically every cotton 
operative, man or woman, has “an old 
stocking.”

Where Women Count As Men. 

Rmployment in the Lancashire cotton 
trade presents two other features 
which have an Intimate bearing on 
the social oondition of the population. 
The first Is tha/t a cotton mill affords 
work to “hands” of all ages from eight 
years upwards. The second Is that the 
proportion of women operatives to men 
Is as five to three. The census of 1901 
showed 538,920 persons employed in 
mitts and weaving sheds in Lancashire. 
Of these 314,541. or 58.7 per cent,, were 
women; only 35.5 per cent, were men. 
The remaining 5.8 per cent, were “half- 
<t lmcrs.” 

In the meantime Other 75.000 persons 
are found employment. Two-thirds 
are t*omen and girls. The earnings of 
female operatives average just under 
20s. a week. An experienced woman 
weaver earns 30s. to 35s. There is a 
saying that In Lancashire the women 
are tne qien. Certainly they have an 
Independence of character not met with 
In imy other part of the kingdom. 

Taking the case of a spinner with a 
wife and five children, all of an agv 
to be employed In the mill or sheds, 
the weekly family Income, on/the basis 
of average earnings, would work out as 
follows:

On that Income It Is evident that the 
family could save a respectable sum 
per annum, and yet tp^at themselves to 
the holidays at Blackpool or on the con¬ 
tinent which huve become recognized 
diversions.

A Hard Life. 

Of course, the majority of families are 
not In this position. Many, however, 
are. But there is the reverse side. 
The wagee are good, but the life Is 
hard. Ixmg before dawn at this sea¬ 
son the household Is aroused by an 
alarm clock or by the professional 
“knocker-up," After a hasty breakfast 
of tea they turn out into the darkness, 
their big sandwiches of broad, butter 
and cheese In their pockets, filing with 
& clatter of clogs toward th*- tong Ito ■ 
of lighted windows whence' the steam 
buzzer is sending forth Its strident 
summons. All day. and day after dsy, 
amid whirling wheels and Hying fluff, 
ceaselessly active In a damp, hot air. 
tlie operative’s life is monotonous. This 
explains his turn for amusements and 
his tendency toward hobbles. 

So far as the cotton trade ts con¬ 
cerned Lancashire Is divided into 
“provinces.” A province ts a district 
having a recognized wages list Each 
province h^s a!*o In th<» main a distinct 
branch of business. The spinner In a 
mill or the “minder” In a weaving 
shed Is paid according to the list by 
quantity and quality." A? he engage*! 
and pays hi* subirdlnn.es the condB’ n 
of the latter varies according to the 
tride urlon rules of tho province 

Whatever may br* the cas*' *> sewhere. 
It is assuredly n t the experlen e of the 
Lancashire cotton trade that the organ¬ 
ization of labor has tended to cripple 


Industry. On the contrary, expert opin¬ 
ion assorts that the cheap and docile 
labor found In the textile districts of 
Germany, where the average earnings 
per operative vary from £24 9s per an¬ 
num in Alsace to £41 5s In Rhenish 
Westphalia, has contributed to the 
backw ardness In the mech inleal equip¬ 
ment of faotoilvs. In the United States 
the great obstacle In the way of cotton 
manufacture Is the nearly Insuperable 
difficulty of finding efficient operatives. 
In Lancashire all the condition* stimu¬ 
late mechanical Improvement, and urg* 
the operative to Increase hla sklil ami 
resources.

He even ventured Into Rome, where 
he was well known, and committed 
robberies beneath the very eyes of the 
police.

Washington. May 4.—Official infor¬ 
mation reached the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission to-day of the can¬ 
cellation of a traffic agreement en¬ 
tered into on June 18, 1903, between the 
Southern Pacific Company and the San 
Pedro, I-os Angeles and Salt Lake Rail¬ 
road Company. 

In the opinion of the commission the 
aborgatJon of the agreement Is of the 
highest Importance. The facte con¬ 
cerning it were developed at the in¬ 
quiry recently conducted by the com¬ 
mission into the relations of the South¬ 
ern Pacific company with other corpo¬ 
rations and were made the subject of 
much discussion. It was known to be 
the opinion of members of the Inter¬ 
state Commission that the agreement 
was In restraint of traffic and that It 
might subject the officials who entered 
Into it to prosecution under the Sher¬ 
man anti-trust act. 

Notification of the abrogation of the 
agreement was received by the com¬ 
mission in the form of a letter from R. 
S. Lovett, of New York, general coun¬ 
sel of the Southern Pacific company. 
Mr. Lovett assigns as the reason for 
the cancellation of the agreement the 
enactment of a statute by the Califor¬ 
nia Legislature which prohibits con 
tracts restricting competition. Tho 
text of Mr. Lovett's letter follows: 

"New York, April Si.—Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Washington.— 
Gentlemen: The California Legislature, 
at its last session, enacted a statuto 
(the text of which I have not seen), 
designed, as I am advised, to prohibit 
contracts restricting competition, and 
counsel of the Southern Pacific com¬ 
pany in that State, and of the San Pe¬ 
dro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake Rail¬ 
road Company advise that the validity 
of the contract, dated June 18, 1903, 
between the Southern Pacific company 
and the San Pedro, Los Angeles and 
Salt Lake Railroad Company, designat¬ 
ed 'traffic agreement/ would be open 
to question upon the taking effect of 
said act. In consequence of such ad¬ 
vice the two companies named agreed 
to abrogate, cancel and annul and have 
entered Into an agreement, dated April 
1907, Abrogating, cancelling and 
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annulling the said agreement. I In¬ 
close herewith a copy of the said 
agreement, dated April 15. 1907. 

"As the contract of June IS, 1903 was 
Introduced In evidence and was the 
subject of more or less discussion In 
the Inquiry recently conducted by you 
Into the relations between the South¬ 
ern Pacific company and other corpora¬ 
tions. It scorns proper hat I should In¬ 
form you of Its cancellation. I am 
sending copy of the Inclosed agreement 
and of this letetr to Messrs. Kellogg 
and Severance, at St. Panl. Very re¬ 
spectfully. R. 8. LOVETT. Counsel.” 

It will be recalled that a part of the 
commission's inquiry Into the opera¬ 
tions of the Harriman lines. Including 
the Southern Pacific company, was 
conducted at Los Angeles, CaJ. In that 
inquiry J. Roes Clark, an official of the 
Son Pedro line and a brother of former 
United States Senator W A. Clark, 
president of the San Pedro road, ad¬ 
mitted. on the stand, that he under¬ 
stood, when the traffic agreement was 
made between his road and the South¬ 
ern Pacific that for ninety-nine years 
on the class of traffic mentioned In the 
agreement the San Pedro officials could 
not make a change of rate without the 
consent of the Southern Pacific. 

What effect the abrogation of the 
agreement will have on the pending 
Investigation into the Harriman lines Is 
yet problematical, but the announce¬ 
ment of the cancellation of the agre^- 
men is received by the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission with great gratifi¬ 
cation.

"tennis Cabinet." The fat'd that he 
is a Harvard graduate naturally com¬ 
mends him to the Presldenit. but It Is 
not yet believed that Mr. Roosevelt 
hua yet taken him fully lnito his con¬ 
fidence, as he has done other rich 
young college -bred men whom he has 
appointed to high places In the Gov¬ 
ernment service, notably Secretary 
Garfield, Gilford Plnohot, Alford W.

Japanese enterprise Is establishing 
bean cake factories In Manchuria—the 
land of tx-ons. The capital of the com¬ 
pany Is $2,490,000. Most of the cake 
manufactured will be sent to Japan, 
and the oil to Germany, to be used In 
soap manufacture. 

In the eight months ended November 
30. HKW, India exported 458.866 tons of 
jute, against 412,912 tons In 1905, and 
I f 90,159 tons In 19A4. The Values in¬ 
creased in far greater proportions than 
the quantity, being $23,000,000, $31,500,- 
000 and $51,200,000 respectively. 

Philippine lumber is being sold In 
Cleveland. Ohio. A lumber firm of that 
city operates a 60,000-acre timber tract 
in the Islands. A car company there 
Is using Philippine "lauan" wood for 
car Interior finish fn place of Mexican 
mahogany. An official of the car com¬ 
pany say*; “More money will be taken 
out of the Philippine Islands In lumber 
alone In the next ten or fifteen years 
than whs taken out of Alaska in gold 
in the first ten or fifteen years after Its 
purchase from Russia. The future 
wealth of the Philippines lies mainly In 
lha vast forests of valuable timber 


wliich they contain. The total land 
area of the islands is upw*ard of 73.000,- 
000 acres. Of this more than 66,000.000 
acres are the property of the State. 
About 45.000.000 acres of this public do¬ 
main are wooded." 

Of the six sugar mills in the Fiji Is¬ 
lands four are owned by an Australian 
concern. The total area under sugar 
cultivation, is 40,112 acres, producing 
annually about 400.000 tons of cane. The 
export In 1005 was 58.488 tons of sugar, 
vulued at $2,625,934. Next to sugar the 
moet important export from Fiji Is 
copra (dried cocoanut), of which 10,200 
tons, valued at $612,653, were exported 
In 1906. 

The most recent Incorporations in Ja¬ 
pan ore on automobile sunning com¬ 
pany. a celluloid company, a bronze- 
ware trust and two electric railway 
companies—the latter with $2,500,000 
capital. 

The twenty flour mills in Southern 
Manchuria have a capacity of 85.000 
poods, approximately 15.300 barrels, a 
day. Russian mill hands get 830 gold 
a month and Chlnose helpers $9 gold.

YOUNGEST CONGRESSMAN 

FROM OLD KENTUCKY. 


The Late John Young Brown Made 
a Record For Youthful \ 
Service. 


[Washington Post] 

A Mr. Taylor has Informed the New 
York Times that Galusha A. Grow was 
first elected to Congress in 1848, "when 
he was twenty-four years old. but he 
became of legal age—twenty-five—be 
fore he took his seat, in December. 
1849." He adds that Mr. Grow "was 
certainly the youngest man ever elected 
to Congress." 

Mr. Grow was born August 31, 1823, 
He was first elected to Congress*In 
1850 a nd took his seat in the Thirty- 
second Congress, December 1. 1851, as 
the successor of the celebrated David 
Wltmot. He w as then past twenty- 
elght years of age~ 

John Young Brown was born June 28, 
1835. He was elected a Member of Con¬ 
gress from the famous Bards:own dis¬ 
trict In August, 1859. It wag not until 
1870 that Kentucky elected Congress¬ 
men In the even years before the term 
began. The Thirty-sixth OongresB as¬ 
sembled December 6, 1859, and Mr. 
Brown, because he had not attained 
tho ago prescribed In the Constitution, 
did not take his seat until the second 
session, in December, 1860. John Young 
Brown was the youngest man ever re¬ 
turned to the American Congress. 

Like WUinot, whom he succeeded. 
Grow was a Free Soli Democrat, but 
like thousands of other Northern Dem¬ 
ocrats. Including Stmon Cameron and 
A. G. Curtin, of Pennsylvania, he joined 
the Republican party in 1854. along with 
<fur excellent frlemf. Charles H. Grosve- 
nor. then an Indiana Democrat now 
an Ohio Republican. Mr. Grow rhed 
his Democracy completely, but If one 
will read Gen. Grosvenor's speech 
against the oleomargarine tax he will 
find that the grand old man of Ohio 
took a little of Jefferson-dark son ism 
along for ballast. 

However, we have no disposition to 
question the fact that Charles H. Groo¬ 
ve nor is of the very aristocracy of Re¬ 
publicanism and conspicuous among 
the eWto of the front rank of the 
G. O. P. 

Mr. Grow was an excellent old gentle¬ 
man. He demeaned himeelf well In that 
first fight on the floor of the House of 
Representatives and was always swift 
to defend hl9 adversary on that occa¬ 
sion from Indiscriminate aspersion. He 
declared that Kettt wa* a thorough 
gentleman, but "Just a litt’e high tam¬ 
pered." 

Grow was the first Repu'b’lcan Speak¬ 
er. and narrowly escaped the Presiden¬ 
cy when he very nearly boat Aniy 
Johnson for the nomination for A'l 
President. In 1864.

New' York firms which contract with 
the raiser to take over his entire crop. 
This method of handling the harvest 
makes the grower an assured market 
at a remunerative price, and for several 
years the average price paid has been 
eighty cents a hundred pounds. 

The average yield Is about o.OOO 
pounds to the acre, the com requires 
less care and watchfulness than the 
Indian variety, and even on hundred 
dollar land there is good profit In It— 
more than In w-heat, com or oats. 

An Iowa authority says that the total 
yield of Bac and Ida counties, which 
compose the popcorn belt, will reach 
1£.0$0.000 pounds, and if It Wore all 
popped before being shipped it would 
require 2,000 train leads of twenty cars 
each. 

Popcorn has the advantage of other 
members of the com family In that it 
always ripens before the early frost 
can get a chance at It, and the drought 
doesn’t hurt It much. The Job of pick¬ 
ing and husking Is not a pleasant one, 
owing to the sharpness of the grain 
ends, but expert pickers can make $5 
a day, at the usual rate of fifteen cents 
a hundred pounds. 

The discovery of the Iowa popcorn 
belt came about by accident. About 
twenty-five years ago an eccentric 
Yankee who had located in Sac county, 
near Odebolt, decided to break away 
from the old traditions, and Instead of 
diversifying his crops lo plant them to 
one thing only. He tried wheat ore 
year and failed to make any monsy. 
For two years thereafter.he planted all 
of his 2w acres to potatoes, and every¬ 
body laughed. When a fe>v years Inter 
he planted It ail to popcorn a big shout 
of merriment went up. but whert in the 
fall the Yankee marketed his entire 
crop at a big profit nobody even srcniled. 
'Die next year a neighbor followed Ills 
example. Colton, the first popcorn, 
man, bought h!« crop In the ground 
and that year had more popcorn than 
any ten men in the United Btates. He 
had the market cornered, and ho got 
the price he named. Then he tried to 
beat the Chicago Board of Trade and 
dropped put of sight. His rveighh.>r» 
gradually took up the Idea, and to-day 
they get rich returns for their trouble.

There are 4,900 duplicate telephones in 
business houses, which means that over 
$300,000 a year Is paid by business people 
for a second telephone which connects 
them with less than one-fourth of the 
telephone users.

PITCHER MDST MAKE BATTER 


HIT IN CERTAIN DIRECTION. I 


T O keep the baUer from hitting the ball 1* almost an ImpoaslhdUty. bo 
pitchers who think Itave adopted method# to make him hit as nearly 
as possible iri a certain direvrtVcm. Even then If the ball I# hit on a 
line It will fall safe nine time# out of ten. but they seldom meet It By 
squarely. The pitcher, therefore, mnst u»* teamwork and signals In conjunc¬ 
tion with the rest of the field when on the defenee. 

If the pitcher s*>es a dangerous barter facing him with a man on base# he 
irrust think. If the runner is on firet he usually makes the batter hit to left 
field. A right-handed batter wUll usually hit a slow ball to left, as he meets 
tho ball earlier than If it were fast, and consequently “pulls” It toward third 
base. 

Tho pitcher comeqyently signals to the field that he experts the batter to 
hit IMo extreme left field. The left fielder, tn thoA event, will move over cloao 
to the foul line, the center fielder wall station himself tow*ard left and the 
shortstop moves rleeer to thl^d. If the play wo-ks. one of those four will get 
tho ball and tho runner will be held at firm. n 

If the signal Is for a “fast” ball or a “fast curve” the field moves toward 
right. If a runner Is on third and the Infiekl “comes In close” the pitcher 
will keep the ball as high and fart os possible, so that It will not be lifted 
to the outfield.

In passing upon the prelim Inary 
points raised In the case of Walter 
Motto again**. the Big Four railroad for

round of laughter at Joint sraislon yes¬ 
terday by calling attention to some 
very sharp language used by attorneys 
for bo'h sides In their briefs relative t© 
the plaintilT's reply. 

Humphrey & Humphrey, represencinj 
the Big Four, had used language In 
their brief which to ell appeamnees got 
on the nerves of Fopham A Webster 
for the plaintiff.

"We now come to the reply, which l» 
probably the most unusual and ex¬ 
traordinary pleading which has ever 
come b-fore the court In a tort action." 

Further along the plaintiff's reply Is 
referred to as "were rag time." 

This provoked a rejoinder by plain¬ 
tiff's counsel In which it Is said Utat the 
defendant's brief is most conspicuous 
"far the lan k of dignity, lack of con¬ 
sistency, Its lack of accuracy. Its bad 
Ijatln tuwl i*tf* lack of cogency and 
power as an argument." 

Original Murphy Indictment Stands. 

As the result of a recent decision by 
the Court of Appeals, Judge i’ryor in 
the Criminal Court yesterday revised 
his ruling of a month ago upon the 
Indictment against Dr. Sarah Murphy. 
In which she Is charged with the mur¬ 
der of Katie Bryant by an attempted 
abortion. At that time he had ordered 
the first three of the four counts strick¬ 
en out which compelled the Common¬ 
wealth to rest Us ease entirely on the 
fourth count. Yesterday, however, he 
decided that the first three counts may 
stand, which gives the Commonwealth 
more lattitude In which to condnct the 
prosecution. 

The first count charges that the 
Bryant girl came to her death at the 
hands of Dr. Murphy because of In¬ 
struments used by the defendant In 
the alleged attempt. The next two 
counts chargo that she used drugs In 
two difrqrent ways. The fourth, which 
was allcAved to stand, charges the us? 
of all three methods. Dr. Murphy will 
be placed on trial next Wednesday, and 
It Is believed that the defense will be 
ready, dt Is problematical whether tho 
Commonwealth will get all Its witnesses 
together to be ready then. 

Repayment Not Required- 

Judge O'Doherty delivered a ruling 
yesterday of Importance In life Insur¬ 
ant litigation. Mary Quinn, widow of 
Michael Quinn, had sued the Western 
and Southern Life Insurance Company 
to enforce collection of $2K0 said to be 
duo her on a policy of 11,118 upon the 
life of her husband. 8ho charged that 
$866 had been paid her fradulently an a 
settlement In full of her claim. The 
company sought to make her pay back 
Into court the amount already given 
her on the policy. Judge O'Doherty, 
however, held that If the plaintiff's al¬ 
legations are true the full amount of 
the policy was duo from tho defend¬ 
ant, and far this reason any repayment 
Into court pending the suit of any mon¬ 
ey received by the plaintiff need not be 
required.

Exterminating the American Baby. 

Again loud lamentations go up fnm 
the White House because the a\Vra? c 
American family does not expand to 
Hooaeveltlan proportions. Among fam¬ 
ilies whoso grandparents were Ameri¬ 
cans the birth rate Is lower than the 
death rate, according to vita! statistics 
which the President makes the text of 
his latest philippic. This means that 
a rac©—the American race, if there !s 
an American raxHt-ls “voluntarily ceas¬ 
ing to exist because of gross and shal¬ 
low selfishness which Is a d'serodit to 
American portal life/* 

Of course no American family will 
ever owe Us numerical strength to the 
chastening* and the rebukes of a Pres¬ 
ident of the United States or its nu¬ 
merical weakness to tho gobble of any 
magazine writer who may disagree 
with any President of the Untied 
States. The public prints may mold 
1 opinion as to what Is good *rt or bad 
politics, but neither President nor pub¬ 
licist will mold families.'' 

Tn a general way it Is sound lag^c 
to say that man should liter©**© and 
multiply and populate the cjrth. but. 
particularising and getting down to 
brass tacks, neither John Doe nor 
III chard Roc will ever feel that he owes 
tn the republic the high duty of be¬ 
queathing to U sundry patterns of 
himself. To feel so would. In fact, be 
to exhibit symptoms of th? exaggerated 
ego in its extfeme manifestation?. 

Families may be limited out of un¬ 
selfish consideration for children who 
must be supported upon an Income 
fixed or variable In narrow limi s. or , 
for reasons less altruistic. They wl 1 
never be unlimited out of unselfish con - ! 
sldenttlon for a growing country or j 
a dying race, ar.d fterrs of written ar¬ 
gument will have no efTrct other than 
to Interest or amuse readers wrary of 
political discussion or tales rf rca *?r- 
pr-nts at Atlantic City and war elcuds 
in the Balkans. 

To tho sum of profitless bickering 
that has resulted from the Presidents 
most recent outburst upon race suicide 
the New York Evening World con¬ 
tributes tn interesting paragraph, con¬ 
trasting the expense* of married and 
single persons In *?ew York, ar.d on- 
eludes that the reasons for small fam - 
Kes are not those of gross selfishness 
or Immorality, but are purely economic. • 
To quote: 

“The average American family is be¬ 
coming extinct because It does not lit 
present conditions. There Is no servant ‘ 
class In the United Sta*e*. There Is no 
hereditary middle rlnsa. Thcro Is no fixed 
social status. Instead tlrarn are vain 
rtrlvlngs and fruitless SOrbU ambitions. 
This must be pukl Tor. Tho life which 
thousands of jpen ;uwi women live In the 
apartment houses, hotels and fashionable 
hoarding houses of this city Is unnatural. 

“Therefore, being against nutute, the 
...;L*e*1 of su©b people tends to extinction." 

New York is not. of cours?. America, 
although that Impression certainly pre¬ 
vails on Manhattan Island and through¬ 
out the commuter xone. and th? con¬ 
clusions arrived at by our contem¬ 
porary mean nothing more than that 
elly life—especially life In large elites— 
is hardly compatible with the duly of 
populating the earth, if we take the 
most comprehensive view of that duty. 

The country baa always been and 
will always b» the cradle of the race; 
cities have always been the scone of Its 
decadence. The over civilised have al¬ 
ways been conquered by peoples with 
more bmbaric blood In their veins, and 
conquerors have nhvays grown effete 
In conquered capitals. 

What was true In military life cen¬ 
turies ago is true of commercial Ufa 
to-day. The country boy makes the 
greatest success In the city, but his 
sons and daughters aro not often as 
numerous as were his sister* and 
brothers. 

If the grandchildren of Americans re¬ 
main tn cities where the conditions of 
life are not suitable to multiplication 
of the Smiths and the populating of 
the ward with Browns, their tribes may 
perish, but the soil will always yield a 
goodly crop of babies and the popula¬ 
tion of America will progress, no nut¬ 
ter what becomes of what yr. Roose¬ 
velt is pleased to term the "American 
raco.” 

A* a matter of pure sentiment Amer¬ 


icana might well wish the great¬ 
grandchildren of Americans to increase, 
but practically the question of whether 
they do cr do not increase la unim¬ 
portant. The Infusion of new blood al¬ 
ways brings good results, and races 
which set loo high & value upon pure 
blood usually amount to little. 

British Colonial Conference. 

While the Peace Conference which Is 
to meet at the Hague on the fifteenth 
of June has been receiving so much 
attention in this country by meetings 
in New York and the preliminary dis¬ 
cussion of the questions which will 
there be the subject of International 
consideration. England haa been hav¬ 
ing a little peace congress of Its own 
in London. The occasion has been the 
holding of a conference of the British 
Colonial Premiers for the discussion of 
questions affecting the relations be¬ 
tween the colonies ond the Home Gov¬ 
ernment with a view to bring about a 
better co-operation In all matters re¬ 
lating to their common good. This is 
tho fourth conference which has been 
held, the first which Inaugurated the 
policy having met on the occasion of 
tho first Jubilee of Queen Victoria. 
The second wag held at the Diamond 
Jubilee In 1897. find the third at tho 
coronation cf King Edward, five years 
ago. 

The Colonial Premiers present at the 
meeting of the conference were S*r Wil¬ 
frid Laurler, of the Dominion of Cana¬ 
da; Dr. Jameson, of Cape Colony: Fred¬ 
erick It. Moore, of Natal: Sir Robert 
Bond, cf New Fcundland: Alfred Dea- 
kln. of Australia; Sir John Waid. of 
New'Zealand, and Gen. Louis Botha, of 
the Transvaal. Tho latter. who * 1 
commanded the Beers In the 
lato South African war. vas 
the most conspicuous figure *ln tN 
body from the recognition extended to 
him and his people by the British Gov¬ 
ernment ih assigning him to suth ar. Im¬ 
portant civil pjfiltlon *n recently aft*r 
his rebellious attitude, and the conquest 
of his people by force of arms. His 
reception was most cordial, especially 
by Lord Roberts, xvlio commanded the 
British army which conquered the 
Transvaal. 

The object of the conference was ex¬ 
plained by Sir Henry Campbell-Banner¬ 
man, the British Premier, who in his 
introductory address stated that It was 
not a conference between Premiers and 
the Colonial Secretary, but between 
Premiers and the Colonial Government. 
The conference has no power, it seems, 
to make binding decisions, that being 
the prerogative of Parllament/but It is 
expected that great good wlty result 
from a free expression of opinion upon 
nil subjects Involving the Interests of 
the colonics os units and tho Empire 
a3 a whole From the reports of the 
meetings held it is difficult by our re¬ 
publican Etaudord to understand exact¬ 
ly the nature of tho body or tho re¬ 
sults to be expected from its present or 
future meetings. The Premiers of those 
self-|£<iVeTil!ng colonies, to distinguish 
them from the crown colonies, which do 
not possers ro large an approach to self- 
government as is implied by the former 
having their own Legislative Assem¬ 
blies. are appointed by the crown, but 
In all other matters of local self-govern¬ 
ment they approximate very closely to 
free States. The organisation of these 
occasional conferences Is Intended to 
keep alive the mutual Interest between 
the home Government and that of the 
colonies, and at the same time to 
strengthen the Imperial bond which at¬ 
taches them to the home Government. 
This has been well Indicated by the 
change of title, at thla meeting, from 
the Colonial to the Imperial Conference. 

There has also been adopted the sys- 
t m cf stated irstcad of called-meeting.*. 
Hereafter the conference will meet ev¬ 
ery four years, to be presided over by 
the Prime Minister as ex-officio presi¬ 
dent. The Premiers of self-governing 
colonies are to be ex-officio members, 
and other members are to be appointed 
by the respective Governments. But. 
while the steps indicate approach to u 
body with some elements of legislative 
authority. It3 purpose, is claimed to be 
to limit Its power to that of an advisory* 
nature, reserving all legislative func¬ 
tion for the colonial and British Parlia¬ 
ments. 

To Americans accustomed to the 
Federative system this seems a 
very faulty* system. The moat 
enlightened British colonies recog¬ 
nize the greater benefits of our sys¬ 
tem in making th* States separate en¬ 
titles as to local legislation and yet 
equal factors In directing and conserv¬ 
ing the interests common to all through 
a general government. Parliamentary 
representation from the colonies wouid 
go far toward strengthening the bond 
of the British system. The failure to 
recognize in the case of the American 
colonies tho principle of "no taxation 
without representation" lost to England 
the American colonies, and there may 
still be enough of stubborn a^hefenco 
to the principle of divine right of the 
royal power to endanger the tenure by 
which she her colonies. 

As to what extent tho duties and 
powers of the new form of conference, 
to be styled Imperial instead of Co¬ 
lonial, will Influence legislation of Par¬ 
liament or the colonial legislative bodice, 
is not very clear. But there was an In¬ 
cident of some significance in one pf the 
late session?. A augrfbstlon was made 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurler to the effect that 
the Imperil Government might, with¬ 
out violating free trade principles, give 
tho colonies a quid pro quo for their 
preferential treatment of British goods, 
by subsidizing lines of steamers be¬ 
tween England and the more Impor¬ 
tant Colonics and thus give an indirect 
form of preference to the colonies. 
This was received by some with ap¬ 
proval, but Gen. Botha, Premier of th-* 
Transvaal, took strong grounds against 
entering Into commercial conference 
with the Empire. His opposition was 
based upon the declaration that it 


would be quite competent for his Co¬ 
lonial Government to raise tariffs 
against British goods or against those 
of other countries, If they saw proper. 
He protested against any attempt to 
rob tho respective governments of their 
freedom In tariff matters. In this view 
he was seconded by other colonial 
Premiers. 

The Incident Illustrates the difficulty 
of having very practical results 
from tho effort to give to the confer¬ 
ence any wider powers than those of a 
mere advisory nature. In short, it Is 
not probable that the colonies. If they 
possess tho power of self-government 
to the extent It is now claimed, will be 
willing, as Gen. Botha avers, to part 
with it by surrendering It to an Imperial 
conference. As a social function for 
bringing the colonial Premiers togeth¬ 
er In London, at quadrennial Intervals, 
’the conference may be useful, but the 
Colonial Homo Governments will not 
be likely to vest In the Premiers, ap¬ 
pointed by the Crown, powers of a legis¬ 
lative character which properly belong 
to thoir own legislative bodies. 


The Limit Beached. 

The limit of abrurdUy has been 
reached in Boston, where a Jury re¬ 
turned a verdict of acquittal In re¬ 
sponse to a plea otf "financial Insan¬ 
ity." 

A man was brought into tho United 
States Circuit Court upon the charge of 
criminally concealing his assets from hto 
trustee In bankruptcy. “Insanity ex¬ 
perts'* te*tlfl«.1 that the defendant was 
"financially lr.nane" as he was iiffi.ctel 
with a rrnnia for spending money, and 
had r.o ..l^a where it wont. When the 
jury solemnly returned a verdict of not 
guilty the District Attorney made a 
motion to commit the man to an 
asylum, but the motion was denied by 
Judge Lodge upon the ground th:t Mr. 
Lake was “not legally Insane." The 
court was. of course, correct In hold¬ 
ing the defendant sane, os a penchant 
for spending money too freely Is r.o in* 
dication cl mental derangement, but 
-there Is no mJ.vis of going behind the 
verdict of a Jury that chooses to con¬ 
sider such te^Mmony as was Introduced 
In this caae. 

If a man who spends his money too 
freely is financially Insane, the man 
who picks pocktita la a victim of pick¬ 
pocket Insanity, the burglar has porrto- 


attentlon as a corpse returned to life. 
Abraham Lincoln will last long In 
American hearts, but even If he was not 
a military hero he presided over the des¬ 
tinies of tho nation during a war, and 
his fame is inseparable from the mem¬ 
ory amd history of that war. When 
Dewey returned to America from the 
Philippines he was made the center of 
one of the most magnificent demon¬ 
strations In tho history of the world, 
and It was because he had proved him¬ 
self a fighter. Would the people have 
made such a fuss over him If he had 
written one of the world’s greatest 
bonks or solved some vast scientific 
problem, or achieved some distin¬ 
guished dead of statesmanship? Hard¬ 
ly. Of course, wo do arise sometimes 
and cheer a statesman; we do assemble 
by the thousands and fill the air with 
hurrahs over a President; but that Is 
frequently the result of political de¬ 
sign. or. If not. so prearranged, the 
outburst of one part of curiosity, an¬ 
other part of courtesy and another of 
patriotism. 

If ever the time comes when war is 
permanently abolished the world will 
want fer fighting heroes and, there¬ 
fore, for the kind of Idols that thrill 
the popular heart as no other Idols do. 
There will be no euccozsor to Kuroki 
to win “hurrahs" from millions 
of throats. There will be no more 
opportunities for military giants to 
arise. There will be no circum¬ 
stances to produce another Napo¬ 
leon Bonaparte. Many a man who 
might be great In wa r will die in ob¬ 
scurity—alas, for Gray’s Elegy! We 
shall have only the heroes of peace— 
gcniuec-s and great men. perhaps, but 
men who do not kill, nor tear geogra¬ 
phy and history to piece*, nor receive 
tho adulation cf shouting throngs.

PHCTOGBAPHING VOICES. 

[Manchester Guardlaii.] 

The invention doaertbej In the Matin 
as *'photographing the voice," which was 
announced by Dr. Morage at the Sorbonne 
the other day, seems at first glanc? to be 
more curious than Useful. It la a side de¬ 
velopment from the wonderful system of 
telegraphing devised by Messrs. Poliak 
and Vtrag by which messages can be 
transmitted at the rate of 40.00G words an 
hour and automatically transcribed at the 
receiving end. No clerk, of course, could 
transmit a message at a tenth of this 
speed. Th# transmitter Is fed with per¬ 
forated strips, which are produced by a 
eort of typewriting machine, and the per¬ 
forations determine the Intervals between 
the currents. A dozen clerks at as many 
perforating machines would be working 
on different mesragea or on different parts 
of the same menage In order to feed the 
transmitter fnst enough. 

The advantage is In the ®normously In¬ 
creased capacity of a ainglo wire. It la 
th# trunsrriptton Apparatus that Is the es¬ 
sence of the Invention. Tills consists of an 
osclJlatlng mirror, which reflects a ray of 
light from a lamp placed In front of It 
onto a moving photographic film. In the 
telegraphic device the movement* of the 
mirror are determined by the Intervals 
In th® electric current, and the ray of 
light, as It were, writes the message on 
the photographic film, which Is atrtomvic- 
ally developed and fixed. 

Th# adaptation of this apparatus to the 
purpose of "photographing the voice" ap¬ 
parently consists in the substUutJjn—not 
for telegraphic purposes-of sound vibra¬ 
tions for lb* electric current as the agi¬ 
tator of the mirror. The person, whose 
voice is to be photographed speaks 
Into a microphone ond the variations of 
round determine the vibrations of the mir¬ 
ror, and thla makes a photographic rec¬ 
ord. described as "fighter or darker 
streaks." corresponding to the sounds ut¬ 
tered and the quality of the voice. By 
experience one wraiid learn to recognize 
the particular modification of the 
“streaks’’ which correspond to each letter 
or word and to varying qualities of tone. 

It Is sold that the record can be reud 
easily with little practice. If that Is so 
the Invention might perhaps create a new 
phonetic writing which would put the con¬ 
troversy about phonetic spelitng out of 
date gnd would enable th© business man 
or author to dtepenee with an ainanucn- 
sfb. Th® business man. for example, could 
dictate Into the machine and post to hls 
correspondent a photograph of hls obser¬ 
vations. But doubtless these developments 
aro tolorably remote. 


FIRST SEA MUSEUM EXHIBIT,

Accompanying the chronometer is a let¬ 
ter from Mr®. Frances King Ward, the 
donor, stating that It Is "for the first 
showears In the new museum And ob- 
*^*VAtory. More power to it!" It was 
from Augustus Ward that Hall received 
the ohrummeter. which bears tho In¬ 
scription: "In truut to Charles F. Had. 
^rctle ^xpiorer. by Augustus Ward, June, 
1S*4, N^w York." % 

On hls second expedition Hnll. after re¬ 
pented disappointment*, wns successful In 
finding the remains of at least seventy- 
nine of Sir John Franklin's lost party. 
Tho chronometer was *ent back to Au¬ 
gustus Ward from Repulse Bay In ISiTT, 
and by him kept until hls death, when It 
became the property nf hls aon. Edmutul 
A. Ward. The latter died Inst June, and 
hls widow ca me Into Its ^session. Th® 
Nautical Museum will shortly be in:or- 
porated.

RELIGIOUS NEWS OF THE DAY. 


The Young Men’s Congregational 
Union of Ohieago has taken the Initia¬ 
tive In a movement for the organising 
of a Congregational Brotherhood, which 
rhall include in Its membership the 
men of all Congregational churches in 
America. A committee of the Chi cago 
organisation, having been charged 
with the investigation of conditions in 
their denomination, hag decided that 
sufficient Intertat has been manifested 
throughout the churches of the coun¬ 
try to make a national organization ad¬ 
visable. The committee has issued n 
petition to rhe National Council of 
Congregational Churches, which meets 
in Cleveland, O., next fall, asking tho 
council: 

First—to issue a oatl for a convention 
of Congregational men for the purpose 
of organizing a brotherhood to include 
all men’s organizations now existing or 
hereafter to be formed in connection 
with the Congregational Churches of 
the United States, and 

Second—to appoint a committee rep¬ 
resenting different sections of the 
country to arrange for the convention 
ond to arouse the cJhurches to united 
action in promoting and perfecting the 
brotherhood. State associations, Con¬ 
gregational clubs and other bodiea are 
requested to discuss the matter In the 
meantime. 

There is a rimtlar movement among 
BapMst men, and there met, a few 
weeks ago. at Worcester, Maes . a num¬ 
ber of representative Baptists of New 
England who decided to send a me* 
morlal to the coming General Conven¬ 
tion of Baptists of North America, 
which Is to meet In Jamestown, Va.. 
this month, asking its approval of a 
Baptist Brotherhood, to be organized 
along lines similar to those proposed 
for Congregational men. and it is con¬ 
sidered proba/ble that a constitution 
for the Baptist organization will be 
suggested at the General convention. 

The two organizations for men In the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, the Wes¬ 
ley ar.d tho St. Paul Brotherhoods, are 
begim*: ng' to realize that aided 
strength mi^ht come from their union, 
and a movement Is qow tinder way 
w\Lh that object in view. The Brother¬ 
hood of St. Paul has already put it¬ 
self on T.tord, by action at its recent 
convention in Columbus. O., as hoping 
to see a union with the Wes.oy Broth¬ 
erhood brought about. There has not 
b:en time for official act on by the lit- 
ttr organisation, but Methodist 1 adera 
look to see the merging of the 
organizations.

A Chicago paper recently printed an 
Indignant editorial on “Stupid Street 
Sweeping.** in which was described the 
prevalent custom of sweeping the dirt 
of the dry. unsjirinkled pavement into 
piles which are permitted to stand un¬ 
collected until half redistributed by 
passing wheels or caught up by the 
wind and blown into the faces of puss- 
ersby or into the adjacent stores and 
houses. Th<^ woman who would sweep 
her house In any such fashion, said the 
editorial, might justly be suspected of 
feeble-mindedness. Why are not the 
most ordinary rules of common sense 
in this matter more frequently put into 
practice on our streets Just as well as 
in our homes? 

The street is an extension of the 
Ihome, and if the street Is unclean the 
dllrt and dust and the smoke-polluted 
air invade the home and make the 
heaviest burdens of the housekeeper; 
{While the germ-infested atmosphere 
brings disease to the family. So long 
the street with its dirt and dust In¬ 
vades the home, the mistress of the 
home may reasonably undertake to 
Civilize the street. 

The practical results of woman's In¬ 
terest in municipal housekeeping are 
imny. Mrs. Eleanor Klnntcutt was the 
forerunner to a certain extent of Col. 
Wiring In New York, and is said to 
have suggested some of the features of 
his now world-famous system, Mrs. 
Waring invented and patented the bag-

.But here one is continually met with 
the discouraging assumption that “It Is 
rvcvt practical In our town,** and Chat “it 
costs too much money to have clean 
streets.*’ Sometimes there Is nothing 
so good as a practical demonstration. 
Here is u brief account of what was 
done by the Women's Civic Improve¬ 
ment League In one town of 32,0(k\ 
Kalamazoo. Mich,, in order to show* the 
people, first, how nice It would be to 
have clean streets: and, second, that 
clean streets need not be an expensive 
luxury: 

We studied up the matter of street 
cleaning as well as we could, and then 
we asked for and received permission 
from the City Council to take charge 


Etc ,** and wo also succeeded In get¬ 
ting the Council to pass an ant ispl: ting 
ordinance. Wo look photographs of ail 
the filthy downtown allays, and of the 
hideous refuse dumps which disfigured 
our naturally beautiful river banks

On the appointed day we began all 
along the line at once. The men with 
their white uniforms began to seek the 
pavement, and after they hod found 
it the fire department gallantly came 
out at 3 o’clock In the morning with 
some second-hand hos© and flushed the 
streets under the direction of the chair¬ 
man of the women’s committed. Dif¬ 
ferent ways of flushing were tried on 
successive mornings until the right way 
was found: Flushing without nozzle 
from the middle of the street each way. 
and! either bagging the storm sewer 
entrances or stationing men with hoes 
to keep the coaiaer dirt from entering. 
If jbe streets were kept respectably 
clean all the time not enough dirt 
would enter the sewers to do any harm. 
Of course the best way to flush is with 
a patent street flushing machine, which' 
works with compressed air and which 
cun be charged with air as well as wa¬ 
ter at any street hydrant.

SAME DAY AS COUNTY. 


THINKS DEATH KNELJ, OF THE 
3AL00N3 IS SOUNDED. 


The heads of twenty-nine men. who 
were employed by the Louisville Wate. 
Company, have been cut off since Se¬ 
bastian Zorn wins elected pfesidc-nt of 
the Board of Waterworks April 4. In 
a report submitted by him yesterday 
to the other member* of Ihe board he 
sets forth that he believes he can re¬ 
duce the operating expenses of the com¬ 
pany $50,000 a year. The salary list of 
the twenty-nine men who have been 
relieved from duly by Mr. Zorn 
amounted to $20,827.20 annually. He 
says there will be other decapitations, 
a® there are still more men employed by 
the company than are really needed. 
He has Inaugurated a new system in 
the construction department which he 
says will result in a saving of $15,000 
a year. 

Mr. Zorn expresses regret In his re¬ 
port that he is unable at this time to 
submit to the public a comparative 
statement, showing the difference In the 
afTalrs of the Water Company under 
the old management and the new. He 
asserts that prior to August 1, 1806. the 
books ef the company were kep*. In such 
a way that a comparative statement 
could not be easily made. Since he took 
charge he ha3 mode repairs and Im¬ 
provements in the office building ani 
nr rehouse that cost about $1,003. He 
4aj hesitated about making changes J 
l hat might in any way a Kiel the prog¬ 
ress of the work on the new filter 
plnnt Mr. Zorn says in his roperi that 
the work on the filter plant 
Is p regress; og rapidly, and that 
he Intends to do a!! in hU power to 
hssten Its completion

GOV. HUGHES* LEGAL ADVISER 
A SUICIDE. 


New York Executive At a Loss To 
Account For Huffcutt's 
Tragic Act. 


York. May 4.—Ernest W. Huff- 
cut t, formerly dean of the law school 
of Cornel! University and legal advLer 
to Oov. Hughes, shot himself on bpard 
the Albany boat, C. W. Morse, coming 
down the Hudson river last night. His 
body was found to-day upon the arrival 
of the Morse hidden behind a pile of 
chairs at the extrome after part of the 
upper deck. 

On the body was found an envelope 
addressed to “The Coroner of New 
York.” and In this were found two 
letters, one to the Coroner and tha 
other to Huffcutt's sister. Miss Lillian 
HufTcutt, of this erty. Later Gov. 
Ilughos identified the body as that of 
hi* legal adviser. The letter to the 
Coroner read: 

"Pleats let the addressed have olher 
letter and body ns soon ae possible. 

. “HUFFCUTT.** 

The ether letter read as follows; 

- ' ^day. May 2.—Dear Sister: I left 
for Ithaca to-night, but decided to take 
my body down to you In New York in 
order that 1 roi£ht bo cremated. You will 
nd , 10 that for mo. If you have any 
difficulty call on my old friend. Del,—, 
who will asiist you. 

“I am going down the river enJovlnc the 
prosp^t of going out to sen. The ashes 
I leave behind rimy be dl*t>n«ed of at 
present a* the others prefer, but eventual¬ 
ly you will take them to En.-v l^iwn and 
do not rermit any public service of anv 
sort anywhere. If the immediate family 
want private service In B. let It be soon, 
but have no one else.

He appeared in the main 
saloon shortly before midnight and was 
seen later on the upper deck pacing 
back and forth in the rain.

KEEPING UP THE WORK. 


G. W. Young, assistant general super¬ 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League in 
America, and head of the movement in 
Kentucky, who has Just returned from 
Texas, where he organized a Hi ate 
League in order to place the work on 
a solid basts there, said yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon that the recent decision of the 
Court of Appeals on the county unit 
phase of tho local option question will 
be the death-knoll to saloons in Ken¬ 
tucky. He declared that he believed 
that within n few months every county 
in Kentucky, with the possible excep¬ 
tion of Jefferson. Kenton nn-d Campbell 
counties, will go dry. The decision 
handed down by Judge E. C. O'Rear, 
he said, completes the work of the tem¬ 
perance people In Kentucky, which be¬ 
gan after the Hazelrlg decision in the 
Oeorgeiown case, in which the court 
held that a city voting wet on the 
same day with the county In which it 
is situated might have salrwfns. even 
though the county as a whole voted 
dry. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals, 
Mr. Young declarer!, will bring about 
conditions for which the Anti-Saloon 
League worked for eight years. Every 
step of progress on Ihe part of the 
League was stubbornly contested. 

“This decision.'* Paid Mr. Young, 
“sounds th* death-knell of the licensed 
raloons In Kentucky. The cities of ML 
Sterling. Mlddlesboro. Lawrenceburg. 
Georgetown. Central City and others 
have voted within the list three years. 
Georgetown will vote next week. If 
thev rhonld go wet* a* the other* did. 
the’ petitions for county election*, in 
some cases already prepared, will he 
circulated Immediately and all of these 
counties will remove saloon* from their 
county seats. Elections will be called 
In the remaining cities a« soon as pos¬ 
sible and wherever they go wet the 
matter immediately will be referred to 
a county vote. It Is fair, therefore, to 
Assume that within a year Kentucky 
will be without saloons in every county, 
with the possible exception of Kenton, 
Campbeil and Jefferson counties. 

‘*1 make this broad assertion on ac¬ 
count of th^ fact that the decision that 
was handed down by Chief Justice 
O’Rear, backed by th* entire bench, 
oil vs that tho act of a precinct Is not 

o9nctuety« if » «>«« 
countv as a whole may Immediately 
vote dry nnd saloons will be abolished 
In Kentucky, whereas If the county 
Voted wet It could rot place saloon* in 
precinct* that had previously voted dij\ 
The opinion also hold® that cities of the 
excepted class must vote op the rvme 
rtav on which the county votes in order 
to get the benefit of the exception.

Nervous strain duo to long continued 
overwork resulting in Insomnia is the 
probable cause of HufTcutt's suicide. 
Mr. HufTcutt was born at Kent. Conn., 
in 1880. and was graduated from Cornell 
University In 18S3. He was for a time 
private secretary to President Andrew 
D. Whits at Cornell, and was an In¬ 
structor in English at Cornell In 1888-90. 
Later he was a professor of law in 
Northwestern University and Indiana 
University. 

In 1893 he returned to Cornell as a 
professor of law and in 1903 he was 
made dean of the faculty of law at 
Cornell University. He became coun¬ 
sel to the late Gov. Higgins in 1906, and 
was retained In that capacity by Gov. 
Hughes. He was active In legislative 
reform movements, and was the au¬ 
thor of several legal works, including 
“The Law of Agency.’*

clared to be worse than useless by 
Chancellor J H. Kirk!r»nd. of Vander¬ 
bilt University, Nashville. T<mn. D<- 
Kirkland spoke more specifically ef 
conditions In the South, but delegate* 
from the Northern States xyere nulck 
to aiosure the meeting that condition* 
wer* no better In their section 
Dr. Kirkland stated 1 that there were 
hundreds of so-called college* in the 
South which conferred degree® upon 
men who were scarcely capable of 
spelling their owm names correctly. 
These men were admitted to medical 
colleges on the strength cf their de¬ 
gree*. and made a pretense of studying 
chemistry and the various branches of 
medical science, while they should hnvr» 
been employed in leornine to read and 
spell. As an Instance of these college**, 
he told of ’the h<Md of one who appear- 
ed before the St it** Boarl and wished 
to have his institution graded as high 
class. Dr. Kirkland asked this man 
what facilities he possessed for leach¬ 
ing his students xoology. 

“I take them out In the spring and 
collect some leaves nnd flowers, which 
are examined under the microscope,** 
was the reply. 

*‘I have reacted student* who applied 
for admission try the Vanderbilt Uni¬ 
versity,’’ said Dr. Kirkland, “and who 
' wer* so Ignorant that they could not 
have graduated from the high school. 
Yet th*>se men have been admitted t"> 
a medical college not 100 miles away 
from tne.** 


“The evil of incompetent doctors 
turned out by Inadequate schools.*' said 
Dr. Chester Mayer, member of the 
State Board of Examiners of Kentucky, 
“strikes down to the roots of the edu¬ 
cational system. Primary education Is 
a farce. 1 have lectured and taught 
students for year* knowing only too 
well that they, for the most part, did 
not understand what 1 was saying be¬ 
cause of the defects in their primary 
education. Yet these men will bo 
coached for examinations and will pass 
them while they are almost entirely 
ignorant of the subject® in w’hich they 
are examined.

T HOSE three vaHant blades, 
Porthos. Athos and Aramis. 
gentlemen serving under as¬ 
sumed names in the ranks of 
the Musketeers of the Guard, were 
sworn friends and Inseparable com¬ 
panions. D'Artagnan. a young Gast on 
Serving his probationary time tn the 
company of M. Des Essarts. prepara¬ 
tory to becoming a Musketeer, made a 
fourth of the little coterie. He had 
made hhnself beloved of the others by 
challenging them each In turn and then 
fighting valiantly beside them against 
the guards of His Eminence the 
Cardinal. 

The guards of the Cardinal and the 
guards of the King fought each other 
on all convenient occasions. Armand 
Duplessls, Duke of Richelieu and a 
Cardinal, was not then the feeble o d 
man we see in the play and as he is 
generally depicted, but an active cava¬ 
lier of 36 or 37. somewhat frail of body, 
but capable of immense exertions not 
only In the cabinet but In the field.

So there were two 
parties in France, the CardinalUts and 
the Royalists. 

The Musketeers, being directly In the 
service of His Majesty, belonged 
naturally to the latter, and accounted 
no act quite so praiseworthy as spit¬ 
ting a Cardinallst upon the points of 
their rapiers. Now, of the three guards¬ 
men mentioned, Porthos was a b g. 
blustering fellow, fond of display and 
given to bragging about his amours. 
Athos was the great noble to his finger 
tips, and every one felt that his as¬ 
sumed name concealed one of the most 
renowned In France. As for Aramis.

OfrlDON, April 25.—Jaded London¬ 
ers are eagerly looking forward 
to <the approaching visit of Phra 
Paraniindr Maha Chulalongkorn, 
the King of Siam—which is now timed 
for the middle of May. Eastern mon¬ 
arch s are always more Interesting to 
the crowd than European royalties. It 
Is the misfortune of most of these lat¬ 
ter to look just like plain, everyday 
folk, especially when dressed, as they 
generally are when they appear in 
public. In the conventional somber fiock 
coat and top hat of civilization. A3 a 
spectacle they are distinctly disappoint¬ 
ing. 

Eastern rulers are different. They 
look different. They wear gorgeous rai¬ 
ment. And when they stir abroad they 
don't smile and simper and Jerk their 
Heads like automatons when people 
cheer them. No King can lexAt dignified 
doing that. Dusky potentates accept 
homage as a matter of course, and 
treat it with lofty Indifference, as be¬ 
come men who regard themselves as a 
higher order of creation—real Kings 
and not figureheads. 

There id no sovereign in the world 
Who js accustomed to receive more ab¬ 
ject homage than his majesty of Siam. 
He possesses a most Imposing siring of 
titles. Among other things he is Su¬ 
preme Arbiter of the Ebb and Flow of 
the Tlae, Brother of the Moon, Half 
Brother of the Sun and Owner of Four 
and Twenty Golden Umbrellas. When¬ 
ever he takes an airing In his own do¬ 
main his faithful subjects prostrate 
themselves as he passes by. no matter 
how muddy the streets may happen to 
be. Even the mightiest In the land, 
when they approach his august pres¬ 
ence must do so on all fours. His 
favorite wives have to kneel before him. 
His brothers do likewise. So King Chu- 
lalongkofn Is not likely to be much im¬ 
pressed by a crowd that keeps on its 
legs before hlrn and shouts and waves 
hats and handkerchiefs at him. He 
won't bob his head till his neck aches, 
as European Kings are expected to do 
when they show themselves In public 
places. 

As King of Siam, Chulalongkorn has 
a much easier billet than the occupants 
of European thrones. He is invested 
with powers as autocratic as those of 
the Cznr of Uussla, but hid is a piternal 
despotism which is not tempered by 
assassination. Siamese folks do /t 
throw bombs, and none of tkc.n hns 
yet reached that stage of enlightenment 
in which monarchs are regarded as 
costly superfluities. Chulalongkorn is 
not required to lead the strenuous life. 
He can take things as easy as he 
pleases. His income is something like 
110,000,000 a year. His gorgeous palace 
at Bangkok Is a wailed and battlwnen*- 
erl city within a city.

Tbe Magyars' free con¬ 
stitution and boasted love of liberty 
and equality do not seem to extend to 
the non-Magyar races within their bor¬ 
ders. the Ruthenlans, Croatia ns and 
other Slav people, w r hleh make up more 
than half of nhe population of Hungiry. 

Otherwise we should not hear so many 
stories of the official muzzling of the 
Slav newspapers, and the prosecution, 
or rather persecution, of editors and 
waiters and the sending of them to 
prison fo£ long terms for merely ex¬ 
pressing their political sentiments. Not 
long ago. in fact, a Rtytftenlan Journal 
was confiscated and Its eiltor heavily 
fined for publishing a very Innocent 
article by an American Catholic bish¬ 
op who w hs visiting Hungary.

NO FUN FOR BOYS. 

In same of t’e cantons of Switzer¬ 
land they have special laws made to.* 
Hoys. Here is a sample of them; 

“If a boy, throw a stone and hit a man 
he may be fined three franca. 

“If a boy throw n .snowball and hit a 
woman ho may be fined two franc* 

“If a boy call a girl a 'red-head* he 
may bo fined from two to four francs 

"If a boy throw at frogs in a pond 
without being ordered to by his father or 
teacher, he shall be fined one franc. 

“If a boy throw' a stone and break a 
window belonging to someone else, his 
father may whip him or he may be fined 
two francs. 

“If a boy make a face at his teacher, or 
draw pictures of him on his slate, or 
spenk 111 of him. he may he fined five 
francs and have to beg his pardon 

"If a boy stone a dog or chase a cat 
It 1 b a fine of one franc, 

“If two hoys fight without the consent 
of their teacher it Is a fine of three 
francs. 

"If n boy steals apples or other fruit 
It Is a fine of two franca and he should 
be beaten by his father."

A vlsjtor describes this Incident: 

"A bright little lad was shown Into 
the study. He was perhaps seven years 
of age. and he held in his hand a new¬ 
ly bound volume. He bowed to every¬ 
one it. the room and then stood still, 
as if at a loss how* to proceed. Long¬ 
fellow looked up smilingly: 'Good morn¬ 
ing. my lad, did you wish to see me?’ 
Th« boy s «ld hesitatingly. 'Prof. Lung- 
fellow ?’ ‘Yes.’ answered the poet kind¬ 
ly. ‘whot is It? Come here.’ ’This is 
roy birthday,* said the boy excitedly, 
'and 1 have come to ask you to put 
your au'tograph in my new album. 
Mother has just given It to me, and 
si p thought I might ask you.’ 'And 
what Is your name?’ asked the poe\ 
The boy looked up shyly. T am named 
for you.' he said, 'and my father works 
in the college’ ” 

1 he boy did not go away without the 
1 * 0018 . autograph, you may be sure. 
Nor did anybody who came to ask fur 
it, though their number was great. 
L< ngftlJow usually wrote only his nami 
with a date. Sometimes he added a 
stanza of verse. Here is what he wt o».e 
In a girl's album: 

“She who Carnes to me and pleadeth 
In the gentle name of Edith 

Will purely get that which she wanted;

One boy thought that asrhe was writ¬ 
ing to a poet he would put his applica¬ 
tion Into verse. This is what he wrote: 
"I write thee for thy Autograph;

I hoar thou are n poet gr-at, 

Because I have been told. 

"O 1 have read thy poems good, 
T’uy're g od as they can be. 

An I ‘hough I’m not a critic 
Their good I plainly see. 

"I wri.e thee for thy Autograph,

You have all heard of the "Children’s 
Chal ’’—the chair made of the wood of 
the "spreading chestnut trie” under 
which the "village smithy” stood many 
year* 3g ), nut far from the poet’s home. 
The t>ir»~* was cut down when the 
strret was widened; but some of Its 
v ood was saved. And so, when Long¬ 
fellow's seventy-second birthday was 
approaching, some good frleads and 
near n* ighbors of hL th mght to th m- 
selves what a pleasant Idea It would b> 
to have a chair made from the wood of 
the old tree and presented to the p >et 
the children of Cambridge. S • they 
srt to work with some helpers; got the 
children of the public schools to sub¬ 
scribe their dimes; looked up the re¬ 
mains of the tree; got 1 the poet's 
nephew to make the handsome design; 
ami hnd the chair framed and artistic¬ 
ally carved. When Longfellow* came 
Into his study after breakfast on the 
27th of February. 1879—there stood the 
< hair—a delightful surprise t<» him. 
There was no letter with It; only upon 
the seat undi r the cushion w as a brass 
plate with this inscription: 

•‘To the author of the 'Village Black¬ 
smith,* this chair made from the wood 
of the spreading chestnut tree Is pre¬ 
sented n» an expression of grateful re¬ 
gard and veneration by the children of 
Cambridge who, with their friends, join 
in the best wishes and congratulations 
on this anniversary. February 27, 
1879." 

Much pleased with this gift, th* poet 
w rote, as you know, the verses begin¬ 
ning: 

"Am I a king, that I should call my own 
This splendid ebon thrune?" 
and ending 

'lAnd thus, dear ch’Idren. have you made 
for me V 

This day a jubilee, ^ 

And to m.v more than threescore yea s 
and ten 

Brought back my youth again." 

Thlr poem he had printed and kept 
conies in the drawer of the bookcase 
near the chair and gave one to every 
boy or girl who cyme to see and sit In 
the “Children's Chair." / 

One of these girls has described her 
visit • 

”1 w'ent one day with papa and mam¬ 
ma to call on the poet Longfellow, to 
Pay our respects to him, you know, at 
hi* beautiful home in Cambridge. He 
to'k us into his study and entertained 
us must delightfully. Me he seated In 
the lovely carved armchair given him 
by the Cambridge school children. He 
talked to me about the three, and the 
ch'ur. and the school children, arid 
young girls, and his own daughters, .ind 
then he told me I must sit straight. 
Juju to think of that! After I had 
been told the vary same thing scores of 
tunc8 by thus who love me and have 
my good at heart, that I must hear it 
from the great poet Longfellow before 
1 pal” the leas: heed. I said to my¬ 
self then and :here. 'I will sit straight 
now’. No one shall ever speak to me 
fo.* stooping again.’ and I have done as 
I told rnypelf I would." 

I think It was two years before Mr. 
I#ci gfellow *s death thnt the schools at 
tile West began to ceiebt ite h!s birth¬ 
day. This custom brought him many 
tellers from teachers and scholars. To 
one of the former he wrote In reply: 

“I can only send my greeting to the 
grand army of your pupils, and ask you 
to tell them, as I am sure you have 
of'* r. tolij them before, to live up to the 
best that is In them; to live noble lives. 

To many of the children he w'rote— 
just a verse out of one or another of his 
puems. "with Mr. Longfellow's thanks 
and good wishes/* He w*as much 
touched with this remembrance and 
honor from the children. 

I think that the very last tetter woich 
Mr. Longfellow wrote was writtoty O a 
little girl living in Pennsylvania, a 
stranger to him, who had sent him a 
poem which she had written on his 
birthday In 1K82. It was entirely in his 
ow n handwriting, though often In this 
last year he had been obliged through 
Illness to employ his daughter to write 
f»»r him. he adding his signature. ThU 
is the letter: 

“Cambridge. March 16. 1882.—My Dear 
Miss Bessie: I thank you very much for 
the poem you wrote me on tny birthday, 
a copy of which your father sent me. It 
was very sweet and simple and does 
you great credit. I do not think there 
are many girls of your age who can 
write so well. I myself do nut know of 
any. It was very good of you to re¬ 
member my birthday at all. and to have 
vuu remember It in so sweet a way Is 
ven* pleasant anil gratifying to me. 
With best wishes. I am. Pear Miss 
Bessie, sincerely yout* friend, 

“HENRY W. LONGFELLOW." 

Two days later, he was seized with 
the illness freftn which he never re¬ 
covered. Th** very day on which he 
was taken 111. there came to his study 
four boys from the Dwight School in 
Boston, who had asked permission to 
vtslt him. He received them. show*ed 
them the things in the house which he 
thought would Interest them, pointed 
out the view of the River Clwles wind¬ 
ing through the meadows opposite his 
windows, and wrote his name in their 
albums Those were the last visitors 
who saw him, with the exception of a 
friend who came to dinner on that 
Sa turd ay. 

The news of his illness spread like 
a shadow over Cambridge. Even the 
noisy schoolboys as they passed hla 
house became quiet and said, “Let us 
walk eufrly. for he is very sick." 

And when, after his death. It was 
proposed to raise statues to his mem¬ 
ory In Portland, whore he was bom, 
and In Cambridge, whore he lived, the 
children again sent In their little gifts, 
jo help build a memorial to the poet 
srho had always loved them.

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•fashion's •final edict J 
On Summer Greeks I 


A FTER weeks of maddening un¬ 
certainty for the home dress¬ 
making. modes have settled 
down for the summer. Dame 
Fashion^ final edict has been Issued, 
and th© warm weather wardrobe may 
now be completed in short order. 

First, as to colors. Unquestionably, 
white is to be the great summer hue, 
and this is not so extravagant its It 
sounds. White at least launders ad- 
mirubly, while colors are an uncer¬ 
tain quantity. And coming from cither 
the expert laundress or the French 
cleaner, it is more fresh and alluringly 
cool than even the most delicate color¬ 
ings, which are apt to yellow under 
sunlight. White will be chosen in all 
weights of material, from the gauzlest 
of moussellnes to the heaviest of linens, 
from spider-web robes for evening wear 
to oorded piques for shirt-waist suits. 
The new cross bar dimities In rather 
close weaves are popular for two-piece 
suits and separate waists. Many of 
the smart linen suits show white in 
the main with inserts or shaped bands 
or appliques of colored linen, delicate 
pink, blue or lavender, outlined by 
hcowy white lace or embroidery, simu¬ 
lating lace patterns. 

Next to white in popularity for simple 
frocks is the natural colored linen, pon¬ 
gee or net. One of the smartest im¬ 
porting houses lu New' York has had a 
Window full of natural colored rai¬ 
ment that fias been the talk of the 
ferniitfno world. From simplest of shirt 
waist suits, with their demure pieated 
frills ett blouse and cuffs, to the most 
ornate dancing rocks of net and lace, 
the natural toned fabrics arc most fas¬ 
cinating. With this color, too, you will 
find a tone-contrast. Piping bits of em¬ 
broidery, buttons and the inevitable 
frill will be in some contrasting shade, 
with gloves or girdle to match. Scar¬ 
let brown and bright blue are popular 
for trimming shirt-waist suits and oth¬ 
er simple frocks of natural colored 
Unco, lawn and pongee, but for the 
evening gowns, the more delicate color¬ 
ings are introduced, such as pink, blue 
or yellow. Certain shades of yellow 
are most effective when combined with 
ecru or natural colored net. Here are 
two color suggestions along these 
lines: . 

For morning w ear,, picture a natural- 
tone pongee with plaited skirt and 
shirt waist, the stitching all done In 
goLden-brown silk. Near the bottom of 
the skirt you will find a double line 
of small brown silk buttons held in 
plaao by brown silk loops as if button¬ 
ing the middle breadth to the rest of 
the skirt. On either side of the middle 
box plait of the shirt waist, find the 
ubiquitous plaiting, this time of golden 
brown taffetas, and the deep cuffs are 
finished dowq the back and around the 
upper edge with the same plaiting, and 
fastened with buttons aud loops to 
match those on the skirt. A brown tie 
wdth a turnover collar, a belt of the 
pongee, not brown silk, a hat of Tus- 
aan straw, trimmed with golden brown 
quills a-nd ribbon, and the costume is 
complete and artistic. On the other 
hcLTid, select a simple ecru net made 
w&th circular skirt over a drop skirt 
of self-tone silk, clouded by chiffon, 
with no trimming save narrow ruchings 
of the net applied like broad, deep 
gcaiDops. The blouse, with round neck 
and. elbow sleeves. Is a mass of tiny 
rucitings outlining ecru lace medallion*, 
the pattern of which is picked out with 
fine pink, blue and green tape ribbon 
as narrow as It can be bought. The 
meduJllons seem to be strung together 
by garlands of delicate blu* ribbon, 
just enough to give life to the mono- 
chnome of net and lace. 

Another popular color combination is 
very deeilate blue or apricot yellow 
with black and white fabrics. 

In summer silks and veilings, both of 
which come under a dozen distracting 
names, there is a wide range of colors 
from which to choose. Browns and 
their cousins, the various yellows, seem 
to lead. The new browns are rosewood 
(the rage in Paris), saddle (a leather 
shade), all the tortoise shell tones, then 
fading into sauterne. apricot, straw 
and buff yellows. In blues you will 
find hydrangea, an Illusive, lavenderish 
blue, greatly In the lead; then Copen¬ 
hagen (a new China blue); night blue, 
indigo and navy, these three rather 
dark for summer; Gentian, a more 
delicate tone; olue mort. a dull Frenehy 
bine and a shade betwixt robin s egg 
and green, most difficult to describe. 
The favorite biscuit color Is known to 
the trade as ter re d* Egypt e. 

In fabrics, unquestionably anything 
that suggests veiling is most popular, 
and the cotton, fine wool tfhd voiles 
are all summery- Grenadines. In very 
open patterns, and moussellnes are most 
popular. Tinted, stamped and printed 
chiffons are much iij vogue for evening 
dresses, but they are' luxuries Indeed, 
os summer moisture Is most trying to 
their texture. Far more dependable .ire 
the new silks like marquisette, which 
is nothing but^a fine grade of the sew¬ 
ing silk veiling, which will withstand 
even an ocean voyage. All veilings give 
best results when made up over ►ilk. 
clouded with chiffon, and th^ same may 
bo said of nets. 

All walking skirts, whe her In c«»ttcn. 
cloth or silk, clear the ground by at 
least two Inches and for th*»*»e the 
pleated skirt in seven, nine or fifteen 
gores is preferred. The nlue skUt 


seems to give beM results. The ch- 
cular skirt is used only for ilret?y cos¬ 
tumes which rest on the ground fr< rit 
and sides and has a slight iriln. Th* 
effort to force flounce skirts has failed. 
They are the privilege of the very rlen- 
der. tall, young girl only. Also, ti c 
over-trimmed skirt, so much seen at 
the first opening of Fprlog. has gore 
the way of the undesirable. Mias bu d * 
or folds of the same material; hat, de¬ 
mur© looking ruchings on soft fatr cs 
like net. chiffon, eu\: p flings or laces 
dyed to match the exact tone of th» 
fabric: these ah nr are seen on skirts, 
and then laid very fiat and on long ver¬ 
tical lines. 

For slender wimen a pretty skirt in 
linen, lawn or other wash mat:rial, 
shows the gores separated by heuvy 
insertion. Some panel effects are re¬ 
tained. ugtably luce panels dyed to 
match the fabric for front res of 
princess gowns. Filet and cluny lace 
are preferred for these panels to com¬ 
bine with voiles, crepes, silks and nets. 
Embroidery serves the same purpose 
for princess gowns of linen, batiste and 
other tub fabrics. 

Styles in blouses and shirt waists 
have changed very little. There is ab¬ 
solutely no return to the sagging ef¬ 
fects at the waist line. All lines are 
taut and well-fitting, and the sum¬ 
mer bodice has a general air of tnug- 
ness that Is especially pleasing to the 
woman of good proportions. 

Pointed lines prevail for tuckers and 
chemisettes and some are long enough 
to deserve the title of vest. When the 
“V” shape *s not used, then absolutely 
square lines are employed, suggesting 
the square bibs made for Infants. Often 
these deep bib patterns are elongated 
back and front, with little klmona 
sleeves attached and then become di¬ 
minutive and most effective jackets. 

Tho popudarity of the Jumper and 
suspender does not wane. They are now 
called over-waists, but by any name 
remain as fetching. Some of them ar* 
mere skeletons, designed to make the 
blouse beneath appear Just a wee bit 
tantalizing In its daintiness and 
gauzlness. 

Again, they droop over the shoulder 
and take unto themselves sleeves un¬ 
til they attain the dignity of a-smart 
wrap. 

Sleeves know no style. They may 
be long, ifflort or “middling,” as jour 
taste demands—and still be In fashtju 
Unquestionably the tendency is to¬ 
ward full length sleeves, and by winter 
they will be in high favor again, but 
during the summer, elbow sleeves will 
be worn with the much-trimmed not or 
lace or lingerie blouse, while silk 
blouses will show the elbow sleeve In 
silk and an undersleeve of finely tucked 
net. plain or with lace. Tailored shirt¬ 
waist suits all have long sleeves, but 
the Eton suits In very light weight 
cloth, summer silk or tub materials ex¬ 
hibit the elbow- or three-quarteT sleeve, 
though the blouse worn beneath may 
supply the covering to the very wrist.. 
If both blouse and coat sleeve are 
short, then long gloves are worn, for 
the bare arm does not seem to be 
popular this summer. The most ‘dis¬ 
tinctive sleeve of the present season 
is the kimono sleeve. In Its purity, it 
is cut all In one piece and on abso¬ 
lutely square lines. Modified for Miss 
Summer Girl of 1907. it Is generally split 
on the outside and laced or strapped 
together or Inset with insertion. On 
blouses It Is very short, a sort of cap to 
fluffy ruffles or plaiting.* beneath. On 
Jackets It is quite apt to come to the 
elbow. 

Girdles are medium in height and 
buckles are less striking than last sum¬ 
mer. Simple, soft girdles, seemingly, 
are preferred to the more ornute. shaped 
affairs. The best taste is shown when 
the girdle matches In both fabric and 
color the frock with which it Is worn. 

Among the loveliest imported frocks 
are those of batiste and organdie In 
pure white for w*ear over delicately 
tinted slips with ribbon sashes to match 
the slips. 

For outdoor wear, the long coat Is 
rare, save w hen til linen and serge It Is 
worn with a matching skirt to the races, 
yachting, etc. The very short coat Is in 
high favor, aud quite the smartest 
thing Is the lace or all-over embroidery 
coat that comes Just to or just above 
the waist line. It has left the silk coat 
far behind in the race for summer popu¬ 
larity. 

The model shown on this page Is one 
of Dame Fashion s favorite which lends 
itself well to the efforts of the home 
dressmaker. It can be developed In silk, 
voile or tub fabrics, the skirt is In good 
style, yet not too pronounced, and the 
blouse shows the drooping shoulders 
and short kimono sleeves.

The answer is simple. The warmer

the weather the less exertion the stout, 
phlegmatic woman makes, and in her 
listlessness and Inactivity lies her 
greatest danger. 

Internal rOcnedio.s which would ac¬ 
complish this miracle of flesh reduc¬ 
tion would have to be Strong enough to 
thin tho blood to a dangerous degree 
and weaken the heart. The woman who 
really wants to reduce her too ponder¬ 
ous flesh mus4 be heroic and self-deny¬ 
ing. I am giving this week a regime 
of exercise and baths which if follow¬ 
ed persistently will prove more effica¬ 
cious than any internal remedy. But It 
is not an easy regime to follow. It 
means concentrating on the loss of 
flesh, the devotion of several hours 
each day to exercise* and baths, and 
the denial of many palatable dishes. 

These exercises aud baths may be 
taken the first thing on arising. Some 
w omen, however, prefer to have break¬ 
fast with their families and start the 
domestic machinery for the day, then 
give up the middle of the day to flesh 
reduction. In this case, the patient 

should take an early morning walk_ 

without corsets—and using a swinging 
stride, similar to that employed by a 
running or walking champion in train¬ 
ing. a loose, swinging movement from 
the hips. On her return home she may 
have a bite to eat and then start light 
in t>n her exercises, which are particu¬ 
larly calculated to reduce the hips and 
abdomen. Simple exercises like these 
,a:e not to be despised. Practiced with 
regularity, they accomplish precisely 
the same work as the more complicated 
movements. 

The exercise should be taken in a 
gymnasium suit or union un I -rwear. 
Even the loose si kimomis Interfere with 
the work. Heelless slippers or the reg¬ 
ulation gymnasium rho:s should also 
be worn, as high heels are extreme.y 
dangerous to the patient. 

Exercise 1.—Lie on the back with 
the hands at the sides, arms stretched 
full length and palms dowm. Ual**» the 
right foct as high in the air as y- u 
can. swing it and. with th* toes 
stretched to the fullest length, culLuj 
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a sweeping circle, making it as large as 
you can possibly stretch your l«*g. 
Without resting the leg swing at least 
twenty circles and then stretch the 
right leg full length on the floor and 
repeat the exercise with the left leg. 
The next day Increase the number of 
circles to twenty-five and add rive each 
day until the hundred mark is reached. 
When you can swing a hundred circles 
with each leg. raise both legs anl swjng 
circles alternately, yet In perpetual 
movement; that is. one toe is at the 
highest point when the other Is point¬ 
ed at the lowest side of the circle. This 
Is not an easy thing to do, and the 
mind must be concentrated on the ex¬ 
ercise In order to securer steady move, 
ment which will give results. This ex¬ 
ercise Is aimed to reduce the hips and 
ihe difference will be plainly visible In 
a week’s time. 

Exercise 2—Lie face downward on the 
floor with the feet aiuS knees together 
and the hands side by side in front 
with the chin and palms down. Take 
a long breath while counting seven. In¬ 
haling through the nose and holding 
the breath while lifting the full weight 
of the body once on the palms of the 
{lands and toes. Now let the body 
down lightly upon the floor and exhale 
through th© mouth while counting six. 
Rest In this position fur a moment be¬ 
fore taking a second lift, a-nd this time 
try to raise the boly twice while hold¬ 
ing the breath. This will be difficult 
at first and the patient need not be

Ar stiff. This inconvenience will wear 
off about the third or fourth day. The

Exercise 3—Stand full height vvlth 
hands stretched above the head as far 
as possible, thumbs together ami 
palms facing forward. Without bend¬ 
ing the knees, bend forward at the 
waist until the tips of the fingers touch 
the floor. Do this five times each night 
and morning, until it can be done with¬ 
out apparent effort. It will be found 
very difficult at first, and will leave 
the limbs very stiff, but pay no atten¬ 
tion to this, and the pain will wear 
away In three or four days. 

Exercise 4—S-tand erect with heels 
and toes together. Now lift the, right 
leg straight up without bending the 
knee until on a level with the right 
hand, and touch the toe and finger to¬ 
gether while keeping the left leg abso¬ 
lutely stiff and left arm down by the 
side. This Is a very difficult exercise 
and can only be accomplished with 
long and patient practice. Reverse with 
the left foot and haoid meeting 

The exei rises concluded, the patient 
should be dripping with perspiration 
and Immediately she plunges Into a 
bath, as hot as she can enter It com¬ 
fortably. The temperature should be 
increased gradually, and the patient 
remain In the water from five to fifteen 
minutes, according to her strength. Sne 
should not remain after she feels the 
least sense of dizziness. This bath 
should not be token without an attend¬ 
ant. as after Lhe exercise the patient 
Is apt to becomo drowsy in tho water. 
A basin of cold water should be placed 
bi.iuie the tib and the attendant shoul^l 
bathe the patient’s face with this cold 
water at frequent Intervals. Alternat¬ 
ing with the bathing of the face, she 
should ’administer drinks of very hot 
water, with or without a dash of lemon, 
according to the taste of the patient. 
These libations of hot water are to aid 
In Inducing excessive perspiration. 

When the patient feels that she has 
remained as long as possible In the 
water, she issues from the bath, wrap* 


T HE mother of several daughters. 

noted for thrift and the 
“homey” atmosphere of the 
home circle, offers this, sugges¬ 
tion to home-makers at house-cleaning 
time: 

“Establish a chest of drawers for 
left-overs. It will do muoh to expedite 
the process of spring cleaning. A chif¬ 
fonier which has done its full duty and 
given place to a newer piece of furni¬ 
ture, a bureau ready for the attic or 
even an old bookcase, will do. And, If 
possible, keep this In the sewing room. 

“Devote one drawer to linings and 
facings, another to trimmings and 
lace*, a third to millinery supplies. 
Then, before beginning house-cleaning, 
ask every member of the family to 
dear out the Individual bureaus, clos¬ 
ets, washetands, utility boxes, etc., and 
sort out left-overs Into the different 
drawers named above. Do not allow' 
your daughters to litter their bureaus 
with things they think perhaps they 
may wear some day, crowding half- 
worn articles against dainty new neck¬ 
wear and other fresh dress accessories. 
Things that clearly have gone out of 
style should be ripped up and the ma¬ 


terial worth saving laid aside, and the 
rest thrown away. This task can be 
accomplished some day when rain pre¬ 
vents active house-cleaning. 

“The left-over chest of drawers can 
then be overhauled, belts and stocks 
can be ripped up and the best parts 
saved. Old hats can be dismembered 
and all that Is useless thrown away. 
All material saved should be cleaned 
writh gasoline. Fuller’s earth or French 
chalk or plain soap and water and fold¬ 
ed up for future ^se. The contents of 
the left-over bureau then becomes a 
veritable treasure trove for the home 
dressmaker. For Instance, a high silk 
girdle quite out of style will provide 
bias bands for facing cuffs or lining 
reveres—after the material has been 
ripped up and cleaned. If this Is not 
done. It will litter up some bureau 
drawer, biding the time when it may 
again come in style, by which date It 
is far too shabby and rupty for use. 
Daintiness Is now so essential for the 
Up-to-date woman that half? worn 
ihings are worse than useless, while 
the deft-fingered girl makes the most of 
materials at hand, either new o«r those 
which have baen thriftily i leaned and 
made ready for,fresh uses.” 
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I N entering and leaving a room a 
young girl always permits an el¬ 
der woman to precede her. 

^ When Introductions are under 
way the youngest girl Is the last to be 
Introduced. She follows her mother, 
never precedes, her In advancing to 
greet her hostess.

A well-bred girl will not absorb the 
conversation at un afternoon tea, lunch 
or dinner by telling flippant stories or 
petty gossip She may secure a few 
laughs, but at the cost cf respect for 
her good manners and young woman¬ 
hood.

It is ill-bred, because 
inconsiderate to the vcr.xe of un- 
kinduess, to send a regret unlc** 
for reasons that would hindei you 
from the fulfilment of a busiucs* 
engagement of extreme importance. 

The law ia based. Ii! a the ma¬ 
jority of social rules, upon com¬ 
mon sense. In making up her com¬ 
pany, the sophisticated hostrss se¬ 
lects the component parts as she 
would compound u coke, considering 
Ihe effect of each ingredient upon 
the finished product. 1 called at¬ 
tention to this fact last week in 
our luncheon talk. The composi¬ 
tion of a dinner party is yet more 
important on account of the longer 
time passed t table. The orderly 
progress of an eight or ten course 
dinner occupies from ay hour and a 
half to two hours. To be tied to 
one’s chair when one’s next neighbor 
has not an idea in commcu with 
one, and sometimes no ideas what¬ 
ever, so far as his companions can 
discover, is purgatory, not pleasu *e- 
mnking. Invite people who would 
enjoy meeting their fellow-guests, 
making sure to have one or more 
good talkers, who will act like 
leaven in keeiring up genera! liveli¬ 
ness. So well is the expediency of 
this ingredient in the social loaf un¬ 
derstood that some hostesses who 
do not number many brilliant con¬ 
versationalists upon their visiting 
lists go outside of ttic pale of per¬ 
sonal acquaintanceship for what 
may be classed ns good table talk 
ers. The subject of table talk m 
one that has engaged the thought* 
*nd pens of able writers. It is full 
of interest With it we have noth¬ 
ing to do todliy 

EIGHT THE PERFECT NUMBER 

Some one has called eight “the 
perfect number for dinner.” One 
additional leaf in the family board 
will usually grant all the room need¬ 
ed for that number. One word on 
this head :na.\ be useful. Avoid 
crowding chairs together to an ex¬ 
tent that will make seating the 
guests a matter of difficulty, or 
bring their elbows into contact in the 
course of the business of the meal. 
Leave room for the waitress to pass 
plates to und fiom each place. But 
avoid, as the other extreme, wide 
reaches of cloth that impart to the 
banquet the air of a wuste and 
dreary wilderness. Without crowd¬ 
ing the decorations and the dtbhes of 
olives, salted nuts, celery, etc., that 
ere catalogued as “hors d’oeuvres.” 
■ee to it. that no ghastiy expanses of 
white damask make the feast seem 
scantily set forth. These are minor 
details, but disregard of them has 
marred the symmetry of many a 
dinner. 

Dinner is announced by the but¬ 
ler’s or maid’s appearance in tbo door 
of the drawing-room, with a bow to 
the hostess, and “Dinner is served.” 
Have I ever told in ibis column the 
anecdote of the new maid who had 
been duly instructed by her em¬ 
ployer ns to the proper form of an¬ 
nouncing th? several meals’ When 
told by tin* cook to let the company 
know that all was in readiness for 
eating, she horrified the mistress by 
dropping her old world courtesy in 


their fair companions disappear, 
after which they will sit down for 
coffee and cigars. 

If liqueurs, creme de men the, bene- 
dictine or wild cherry are the se- 
qnitur of the dinner, they are passed 
in tiny glasses to the women in the 
parlors, to the men at the table. 

It is not good form for the latter 
to protraM the sitting over “wal¬ 
nuts and wine/’ coffee and cigars, 
beyond the conventional halt hour 
of separation. Nor it considered 
“the thing” to linger lut • in tho 
hospitable mansion after a dinner 
party. If the hour for dinner be 
half-past 7, carriages should not b* 
ordered for a later hour than half 
past 10.

I lie woman 
tukes his right arm,the party moves 
towurd the entrance, the host lead¬ 
ing the way with the guest ot honor, 
or the oldest • oman present, or the 
greatest stranger. This quest ion is 
decided between host and hostess in 
advance. In unofficial American cir¬ 
cles there is no fixed law of prece¬ 
dence in these mutters. 

SETTING THE TABLE 

At each plate is tlie “service- 
plate/* and at tho right of it as 
many knives as will bo needed before 
dessert is served, each with the sharp 
blade turned toward the plate. Out 
aide of the knives lies the soup 
spoon, with ihe inner side of tho 
bowl upward. At the left of the 
plates the lurks are arranged Both 
knives ami forks are laid in the or¬ 
der in which they ure to be used, be¬ 
ginning with that farthest from the 
plate und working inward. If there 
be raw oysters, the oyster fork is 
placed at the right of the soup 
spoon or ucross the oyster plate it¬ 
self The tines of the forks are 
turned upward.

A glass of water stands just be¬ 
yond the extreme tips of the knives. 
If wines be used, the first wineglass 
is between the knives and the tum¬ 
bler of water, and the others are ar¬ 
ranged in a curved line beyond the 
plate. Sauteme or some other light, 
sour wino goes with the fish; 
eherry with the roast, or other piece 


do resistance, and claret with game. 
If but one wine be served, it is 
usually sherry or claret. The wait¬ 
ress fills the glosses after eacn 
course from a bottle, about tho neck 
of which a napkin is wound. 

The table is lighted with candles 
in “fancy” sticks, or set in cande¬ 
labra. If you I ave not enough of 
these to give sufficient light, sup¬ 
plement it by shaded gas or electric 
burners. 

Ono cardinal rule in serving a 
dinner is that a plate must be in 
place in front of each person from 
tho first to the last course. The 
soup plate is set down upon the 
service plan, and is taken up with 
it : the soup plate, in turn, is super¬ 
seded by that containing fish, and 
so on. All the serving is done from 
the kitchen and from the side table, 
no v called the “service tublc.” 

The Waitress seta down the fm! 
plate at tin left of tho guest and 
takes up the emptied plate from tin 
right. She also sets down clea’i plates 
from the right. In serving. 6he be¬ 
gins first at the right, then goes to 


the left of the host, or the right 
and then to the left of the hostess, 
thus goin& down, or up. until tho 
master or mistress is reached last. 
Borne still persist in the custom of 
serving the hostess first of all, but 
the fashion is passing away Tho 
only excuse for it was that ii there 
were anything wrong with dish or 
serving, tho blunder might be recti¬ 
fied before the food reached the 
guests. 

CLEAR TABLE FOR SWEETS 

Just before tho sweets are brought 
on the relishes, 9alt and pepper are 
taken off on a tray covered with a 
napkin, that the removal may bo 
noiseless, and the crumbs are brush¬ 
ed off with a folded napkin For 
creams, etc., plates hearing doilies 
and finger bowls ure set on from 
the right of the eaters. The bowls 
are one-third full of lukewarm 
water. Tin doilies are transferred 
to the table by the guests, and the 
bowls set upon them, leaving tho 
plates clear for dessert. 

The water in the finger bowl is 
usually slightly scented, sometimes 
by a bit of lemon verbena or rose 
geranium left floating in it. m 
which the fingers may be lightly 
rubbed. At a recent well-apMoiuted 
dinner, the finger bowls contained 
in the centre of each n tiny liqueu^ 
glass iu which were a few drops of 
is* nee of wintergreen. which, just 
lie fore handing the bowl to tho 
Luesr, the wuiter deftly tipped into 
the finger bowl.

AGE LIMITATIONS OF SPORT. 

[New York Medical Journal.] 

There has been some discussion In 
English and American period loafs re¬ 
cently with regard to what Is spoken 
of as the '(dead line” In sport, that is. 
the age at! which nian must cease to 
take part in a particular sport if he 
would not subject himself to the risk 
of injury because the action of time 
upon his tissues has put them into a 
conditloh In which It would be dan¬ 
gerous. Some of these suggested lim¬ 
itations can scarcely fall to be of In¬ 
terest to physicians, because they are 
likely to be consulted with regard to 
the possible dangers involved In the 
continuance of indulgence in certain 
sports after the years of youth have 
passed. It is considered that thirty 
is about the age limit for football, 
and Indeed athletic directors are of the 
opinion that it must not be indulged 
in much aftqr twenty-five, Unit is. aft¬ 
er the individual has attained his full 
growth, usually at about twenty-three, 
and the tissues have begun to harden. 
It Is thought that cricket may be play¬ 
ed without danger until forty, provided 
the heart and lungs are In good con¬ 
dition. It is admitted, however, that 
the best cricket player In England at 
the present time is over sixty, and 
there have been many other examples 
In previous generations of the same 
ability to play the game at least un¬ 
til the player is well on in the fifth 
decade of life. 

With regard to the typically Amefl- 
can sports, there is even more differ¬ 
ence of opinion. Forty Is usually con¬ 
sidered to be about the age limit for 
baseball, but there ar^ many good 
players beyond this age who seem not 
to be at all distressed physically by the 
gime. It is generally conceded, how- 
ewer, that for a man who has not play- 
aid the game for a number of years to 
indulge in it with any enthusiasm after 
the age of forty is frequently fraught 
with serious results. Physicians In at¬ 
tendance at universities, who are oc- 


, casionally called to sec some of the 
"old boys” who come back and allow 
I themselves the indulgence, are con¬ 
vinced forty Is the limit beyond which 
baseball must not be played. For tr¬ 
ills the age is higher, running up to 
fifty at least, and moderate indulgence 
being allowed the healthy individual 
until the end of the sixth decade. Ten¬ 
nis i 9 one of the games in which the 
individual is not pushed into play ex¬ 
cept by his own anxiety to win. and 
so there is much less likelihood to ex¬ 
cess in it.

SALMON FOR DOG FOOD. 


When I was in Alaska, says a writer 
In The Travel Magazine, salmon were 
Just beginning to run. and at Cliff the 
first drying establishment was Been. 
Nets are used, and are placed In the 
eddies of the stream, and* the curing Is 
done in rude Bhacks In which a slow 
fire called "smudge” is burning. The 
smoke greatly assists in the process. 

It was a matter for surprise to a 
New Englander that a fish so highly- 
prized for food should be put to so com¬ 
mon a use os feeding dogs. There is 
not a cannery on the Yukon, the entire 
catch being prepared by drying for the 
above purpose. But when it is remem¬ 
bered that dog-teams are the only 
method of transportation during the 
long months of winter, the value of 
salmon may in no wise be lessened, but 
the respect one may have for the dog 
generally increased. It is probably safe 
Mo say that during the few weeks In 
which the salmon are running, thou¬ 
sands of tons are prepared in this way, 
chiefly by the Indians, the catch be¬ 
ing made by the men and the cleaning 
and drying by the squaws.

Visitors to Mexico and other tropical 
countries often have their attention 
called to "the strangling fig”—a tree 
that commences Its growth as an epi¬ 
phyte—that Is. one form of plant life 
that grows perched on another—far up 
on the trunk or among the branches of 
another tree, usually on a palmetto or 
some of the kinds of paJms. The roots 
of the strangling tree extend downward 
around the host tree to the ground, 
gradually Joining together, making a 
tube-like mass of roots sometimes as 
much as six feet or more In diameter. 

When the attacked tree Is a palm, 
death to it Is caused not so much by 
the binding around the trunk as by 
shading out Its branches by the attack¬ 
ing tree. 

When the tree attacked Is an exogen 
—that Is. one with wood and bark—the 
attacking roots bind them so tightly as 
to cause a stoppage of the flow of the 
sap. As the sap of a tree is really its 
food (changed by the leaves so that It 
can be used) and the flow of the~food 
is thus stopped, the attacked tree Is 
really ‘starved” to death. So death to 
the attacked tree Is caused either by 
smothering or by starvation, or by both. 

The peculiar manner In which the 
flattened roots extend down and around 
the tree give them the appearance of 
some thick, slow-flowing material run¬ 
ning down the tree.

COCAINE FOR CHILDREN. 

[Boston Adxertlser.l 

A Chicago newspaper admits that, while 
in that city social settlements ami other 
pubhosplrlted agencies are strenuously 
fighting the cocaine evil, there are nut 
wanting a few scoundrels who, for a lit¬ 
tle pecuniary profit, are encouraging the 
consumption of the demoralizing drug 
among children, under a State hiw and a 
local ordinance that experience has shown 
to be defective and sadly Inadequate. Oc¬ 
casionally a conviction is secured, but 
only to be set artde on appeal on some 
ground or other. The municipal court 
Judges are doing excellent work and giv¬ 
ing the lawless cocaine sellers all the 
trouble that existing law enables them 
to Inflict; but the defects in the laws 
themselves will have to be cured by th*; 
Legislature and by the City Council. 
Meanwhile, there are many reports from 
other cities tbat Indicate that the cocaine 
evil Is spreading In many other centers of 
population and that the law is not strong 
enough to reach the real offenders and 
Impose penalties on them that mtght op¬ 
erate as deterrents in their own and other 
future cases. 

The only thing to do in such cases is 
what Massachusetts does; prohibit the 
sale of these cocaine-loaded snuffs, etc..

A CCEDING to the official entry 
list, which was made public yes¬ 
terday afternoon, eight thiee- 
year-old cods to-morrow after-

historic horse race on the American con¬ 
tinent. The number cf entries ts eon- 
iMerabtr more than the local manage¬ 
ment expected, and It would not be sur¬ 
prising If several other horses »e:e 
named to face the barrier at the last 
moment. There Is every Ind.catlon that 
this year's Kentucky Derby will be a real 
horse race from barrier rise to wire, and 
the chances are that the winner will be 
tn doubt until the Judges have hung up 
his number. 9 

Not since the Kentucky Derby was In¬ 
augurated. In 1F.5, when Aristides. Princo 
McGrath's "little red horse.” won the 
event, has there been such an intense In¬ 
terest In a race hereabouts. It Is expect¬ 
ed that more than 30,000 peep.e will wit¬ 
ness this battle of steel-clad hoofs and 
brute courage over the beautiful course 
to the south of Louisville. 

All day long trains were arriving In 
the city, filled with people who desire to 
it*e the turf classic decided. More than 
BOO horsemen arrived last night from Lex¬ 
ington. and many more will reach here 
to-day and to-morrow. A special train of 
ten coaches will be run from Nashville, 
while Memphis will send a large delega¬ 
tion.

Men want Essentials. They pay attention to Want Ads. that tell the Facts of a 
proposition. Men who read Want Ads. do not read them for amusement—but for 
profit. If you place your wants or opportunities before them in a W$mt Ad. it must 
state the accurate, honest, essential things in a specific way. 

Men like the profit end of any proposition. If you have a business chance, or are 
looking for one, tell exactly what you want in your Want Ad. Better tell too much than 
too little. Men will read a Want Ad. with an honest, sincere ring about it, and will 
answer it. But tell enough to interest. 

If you want an Employe, you want* a good one. Tal^e the space to say so. It wjll 
save both time and money in the end. A small number of high-grade replies are worth 
any number of mixed replies. Mention the position to be filled. Ask for qualifications 
necessary—age. experience, education, references and salary wanted. This will bring a 
better quality of applicants to you than if you merely asked for a Man. 

To sum up—write Essential things in your Want Ad., # appcal to the money and op¬ 
portunity side of the man to whom you talk, and state it all in a brief way.

Quietness In the real eatate busi¬ 
ness In Louisville during tho uaat week 
was evident judging from the bales re¬ 
ported by the agents throughout the 
city, but the cause of this quietude Is 
an unsolved- problem. While many of 
the most prominent dealers attribute 
the attitude of tho market to Ihe un¬ 
usual and unseasonable conditions of 
the weather all spring, others axe loth 
to assign that as the reason. Some 
agents assert that they do not know- 
why more trades were not closed last 
week, but they were confident that the 
weather had nothing to tjo with it. 
Dealers who take this view of the situ¬ 
ation are eager to state that there 
must be calms In all lines of busi¬ 
ness. 

While no deals in down-town prop¬ 
erty were reported during the week, 
there is a deal on for a piece of prop¬ 
erty Involving something like $80,000, 
which may be reported as closed within 
tho next day or two. In the residence 
sections, especially In the West End, 
the sales of lots for building purposes 
were uumerous last week, although 
they did not reach an enormous aggre¬ 
gation. All agents admit that there is 
a strong demand for property and an 
active inquiry at this time, but some¬ 
thing Is keeping the buyer and the 
seller apart. Some still cling to the idea 
that recent agitation has put u ficti¬ 
tious value on much of th£ primer tv 
In the city, while others are bold to 
say that real estate Is cheaper to-day 
in Louisville than In any of the dues 
in the Middle West.

THE DEATH RATE VERY HIGH.

Healthy monkeys are scarce, and. In 
fact, for the pa^t year wild animals 
of all species are lees available than 
u«ua1 for exhibition purpose The 
Philadelphia Zoological Gardens, how¬ 
ever, number a large Increase In ex¬ 
hibits obtained by purchase, gift or 
birth, with the exception of its simians. 
The monkey house now entertains only 
thirty-five guests, about two-thirds of 
the usual number. 

Notwithstanding the Intermittent 
severity of the past/winter the health 
of animals at the Zoo, including birds, 
reptiles and batrachlans, has been ex¬ 
ceptionally good, and the opening of 
spring finds the gardens in good con¬ 
dition. The sum appropriated by the 
city for permanent Improvements has 
been devoted mostly to the erection of 
Iron fences and shelters for three large 
Inclosuros for deer and other animals, 
and to the renewing of some old and 
worn-out structures, such as the prairie 
dog fence, the stream for wading birds, 
the stream for water rowi and the low¬ 
er seal pond. Paint is being liberally 
applied and much has been added to 
the facilities and appearance of the 
Garden.

It 
has shown that quite one-h|Uf of these 
animals sent here are already diseased 
with tuberculosis. These do not get 
beyond the pathological laboratory, 
conducted by Dr. Herbert Fox. Only a 
small percentage of error has been de¬ 
tected In the use of this test. In every 
case where the temperature reaction 
was considered to be definitely bad, j 
ftutopsy has shown the presence of the’ 
disease. 

In others, where the temperature , 
seemed of doubtful significance, the 
animals were sacrificed to gain neces¬ 
sary knowledge. The pathologist found 
that tho disease waji present In all but 
two cases. Dr. Fox, however, does not 
assert that In no case has a tubercu¬ 
lous monkey failed to react, but there 
is little reason to suppose that tills has 
occurred, and In any event such cases 
are very’ few. Among lemurs the re¬ 
action after the introduction of tuber- | 
culln seems Jess defined, and as only a 
small number have been treated the 
question remains for future observa¬ 
tion. 


NEW ENGLANDER PASSES 

THE CENTURY MARK. 


Samuel Putnam Still Reads the Pa¬ 
pers and Keeps In Touch 
With Events. 


i [Boston Poet.] 

Samuel Putnam, of New Salem, who 
has Just piissed 100 years In age*, and 
who is called "grand old man" of Frank¬ 
lin county. Is still in full possession of 
his mental faculties and keeps tn touch 
with the world’s hapenings by reading 
the dally papers. 

Despite the weather of the present 
winter he takes long walks whenever 
the weather permits. Samuel Putnam 
was born In Danvers In 1896. He is a 
kinsman of Gen. Israel Putnam, w'ho 
had command of the continental troops 
at Bunker Hill, and Gen. Rufus Put¬ 
nam, w’ho served In Washington's army, 
and later laid the foundations of the 
great Northwest. 

He Is the oldest of a family of four 
children and is the only one living. He 
has lived In New Sal- m ever since he 
was a boy. His mother died when he 
w as nine years old and he went to live j 
with ills grandfather, Varney Pearce, 
w'ho was the representative of his dis¬ 
trict in the General Court for thirty 
years. It was In this year that Na¬ 
poleon met his last defeat at Water¬ 
loo and Samuel's stirring martial spir¬ 
it was deeply stirred by the new f s of 
tho great battle. 

He remembers when the people of 
New Salem built ihidr own houses, 
raised whatever food was eaten and 
spun the cloth for their own wearing 
material. In 1828 Mr. Putnam cast his 
first presidential vote for John Quincy 
Adams, who was then the Whig candi¬ 
date for re-election against Andrew 
Jackson. 

When the Whig party ceased to exist 
he Joined the Republican party and has | 
ever since voted the ticket, with the ex¬ 
ception of once, in I860, when Abraham 
Lincoln was candidate for President. 
Mr. Putnam, who was then a Whig., 
shared th» belief of the great Whig I 
loaders of the time that Lincoln w*as; 
radical and thai a vote for him w'as a 
voto for Internal war. 

At the same time he did not sympa¬ 
thize with any candidate, and although I 
he went to the polls as usual, failed to 
r.o<t his ballot that year. 

Mr. Putnam Is ft cioper by trade, 
md was engagt 1 in the manufacture 
of tubs ami pisiis in a shop the founda¬ 
tion of which can still be* seen. He re- 
rnnined in business until a spring 
freshet washed away the shop, with all 


his stock In trade. Mr. Putnam lacked : 
sufficient means to re-establish himself 
In business, so he went to work on the 
farm where he has lived ever sUvoe 
1830 

In 1840 he went as a Representative 
to the General Court. 

Samuel Putnam reminds one of the 
old-time statesmen of Daniel Web¬ 
ster’s day. His finely-chiselled features i 
denote strength. The large, steady black 
eyes are deep-seated, behind thick, 
bushy eyebrows, which the course of 
time has failed to whiten. 

The square chin, firm, intelligent 
mioaith and high, receding forehead, 
show the characteristics of the old 
school. Mr. Putnam’s bearing Is os 
dignified and manly as that of a person 
of half his years. 

Mr. Putnam has two grandchildren, 
Dr. Willard A. Putnam, physician of 
Cambridge, and Miss Lucellc Putnam. 
There are four great-grandchildren. 
Willard, Samuel, Miriam and Elizabeth, 
all chHdren of Dr. Putnam. Samuel 
Putnam celebrated his one hundredth 
birthday at his home in New Salem, 
November 9, and bids fair to live to 
see many returns of the Joyous occa¬ 
sion. 

During his long life he has been a 
staunch friend of temperance and lead¬ 
ing exponent of peace. He is a firm 
believer In the settlement of Interna¬ 
tional difficulties by arbitration, and 
his gTeat regret ns he draws near the 
completion of a fruitful life Is that 
probably he will not live to see the dis¬ 
appearance of war among the nations. 

A CONFEDERATE KING. 


(Philadelphia Inquirer. 

The origin and development of politi¬ 
cal myths Is well worth the study of 
profound philosophers. They thrive and 
persist with a vitality that beats genu¬ 
ine history. Just now comes a story 
from Germany that a former Confeder¬ 
ate officer, who w«ls a German and re¬ 
turned to his native land after the 
struggle, hud evidence that ns soon as 
the Confederacy was established it was 
to become a monarchy and the king 
was to be a Gorman prince. This Is al¬ 
most as interesting as it is fnls*. 

Anyone who has studied thoroughly 
the history of the rebellion from tho 
Confederate standpoint land these, un¬ 
fortunately. are not many) Is aware of 
the fact that at no time during that 
struggle was there complete solidarity. 
Indeed, there were times when It 1 
seemed • as If Georgia, and North Caro-| 
Una would secede from the Confeder- j 
ncy. As it was. Governors Brown and j 
Vance, of these two States, gave Preai-. 
dent Davis a great deni of trouble. The! 
theory' of States’ rights was carried by 
these Governors to on extreme. They 


defied the laws of the Confederate Con¬ 
gress and often prevented their execu¬ 
tion. 

Nothing Is more certain than that at 
no time was a monarchy possible In the 
South unless imposed by a concert of 
European powers, as in the case of 
Mexico. In that event the United States 
would have had to begin another war 
and the Confederacy would have fought 
with It. 

Now that the Government has pub¬ 
lished practically all the papers of the 
Confederacy which are available. It 
Is seen that Internal dissensions were 
much greater than was supposed by the 
North at the time, and there is little 
reason to believe that If the Confeder¬ 
acy had once been erected It w'ould 
have lasted very long. Longstreet and 
other warriors wanted independence 
only to make a better arrangement for 
reunion. A king wras never possible.

At tho Zoo the necessity of condemn¬ 
ing a rare specimen Is severely felt. 

The established system, notwithstand¬ 
ing, la not relaxed. Dr. Fox reports that 
accurate diagnosis among wild animals 
Is usually out of the question; the ae- I 
lion of drugs is little known, and their I 
ad ministration Is often impossible. It Is 
usually a safe deduction, from the con¬ 
ditions revealed by autopsies, that In a ( 
majority of cases by the time the dls- ' 
ease is externally noticeable it has gone 
beyond the reach of medical treat¬ 
ment. Preventive measures are the I 
main defense against a high death! 
rate among the exhibits. The study of 
these Is the chief duty of the pathologi¬ 
cal department. Insofar fts they relate 
to communicable diseases, so closely 
similar Are they to those affecting hu¬ 
man beings, some wonder arises in con¬ 
sidering the small number of patholo¬ 
gists and hygienists who have as yet 
taken an active Interest In the subject. 

The death list at the Gardens has not 
been large during the past year. It In¬ 
cluded a buffalo oow born In the place 
In 1885. and a bull of the same species, 
bred In 1S90. Two wild boars, which 
had been In tho collection fifteen years; 
a large male dromedary, somewhat 
aged when It was received In 1897, also 
died. The greatest loss was that of 
Trilby, an exceptionally fine lioness.

H ERE is the story of how Tom Long 
boat discovered that ha could run.

city Longboat was left to h.s own Ue 
vices, but warned to turn up ft t the eta 
ble where the horse had been left in time 
to stert for home at 5 o'clock.

Missed the Train Home. 

Visits to Hamilton were few and far be 
tween for Longboat, and the young Indian 
put In his time seeing the sights, admir¬ 
ing the store window displays and having 
as good time as he could without ®ny 
money in hla pocket. In spite of that 
handicap he had so good a time that It 
was after 6 o clock beiore he remembered 
that ho had to go back to Caledonia, 

He hurried to the stable and found that 
his father, with the stole sternness of the 
Indian, had started for home, leaving Tom 
to get there the best way he could. 

There was nothing left but to hoof It 
the fifteen miles. Tom started right off. 
and when he got outside tho c.ty limits 
stapled with a swinging lope, hoping to 
catch up with the old horse. 

Mile after mile he Jogged along, and no 
sign of his people appeared In the dusty 
road ahead. He Increased his pace, and 
still no sign. When he had covered half 
the distance he was surprised to find that 
he wra not In the least winded or fa¬

After some more questioning by her 
attorney she said that she had spent $1 5o 
for a pair of ahoes. a dollar for a dreis 
a quarter for a cap and $7 for a coat,’ 
which she did not have at this time, nor 
did she tell where It was. She could not 
account for tho rest of the $11. 

Several weeks ago. at the solicitation 
of some of the Juvenlie Court officer* 
Ora Tyler was taken, by order of Judge 
Hart, from the. county Jail, where she 
was confined on a conviction for theft, 
and given into tho custody of a farmer! 
but did not romaJn there and eoon got nut 
of his control. 

Afttr the girl had confessed to 
theft. County Attorney N\ Powell Taylor 
asked the prisoner which she liked the 
better, the School of Reform or the coun¬ 
ty Jail.

After the suggestion was put 
formally Judge Hart allowed the trqueat, 
with tho caution that should she again he 
brought before him she would be sent to 
the School of Reform. 


So he ran still faster. Finally, about

.n the distance. It so happened that 
Longlto&t chose one road, while his father 
hnd driven over the other, and Longboat 
arrived at the reservation ahead of the 
old horse. Hi* father was naturally sur¬ 
prised when he arrived and found Tom 
lome ahead of him. 

The nows of Longboat's run was soon 
the talk of the reservation. Billy Davis 
heard of It and got interested. Davis is 
a distance runner himself. In IflOl, when 
Johnny Caffrey set the record In the B. 
A. A. Marathon, which hung fir* six 
years for Ix>ngboat to break, Davis fin¬ 
ished second to Caffrey. Davis Is an In¬ 
dian himself, from the same Indian settle¬ 
ment which Is Longboat's home. Since 
h!s great race In Boston in 1901, Davis 
has entered In many distance runs, but 
has always been beaten. His ambition 
wus to have an Indian from the Cale¬ 
donia settlement capture the Hamilton 
Herald annual road race of nineteen 
miles and a little over, which Is the blue- 
ribbon event for Canada's distance run¬ 
ners, Just as the B. A. A. Marathon la 
the great race of America. 

• • • 

Trained For Hamilton Race. 


Four weeks remained before this race, 
which is run late In October. Davis was 
in training for the event, but he dropped 
his personal ambition and secretly went 
to work to train Longboat. 

Longboat needed little training. Davis 
tried him out at ten miles, and the young 
Indian beat Davis so badly that Davis 
found him at the end of the distance not 
even breathing hard, while he was “all 
In.” 

The day of the race came. Davis with¬ 
drew’ hla own entry and substituted that 
of Longboat, so he appeared at the start 
In a wildly-striped bathing suit and a 
pair of old bicycle shoes. Everybody gave 
Davis the laugh, and wanted to know’ 
where he picked up his “ringer ” The 
betting men. who mode a book on the 
race, quoted Longboat at 100 to 1. He w’as 
the Joke of the race.

How He Won His First Race. 


B ATTLING NELSON, who ha* re¬ 
turned from abroad, has prepared 
an article based on his observa 
tions of English fighters, their 
methods and conditions which produce 
them. He tell* why England has no real 
ly great fighters. “Crush your enemy 
meet him a* he comes to you; don't flddl 
and hope to win real victories by tricks, 
says Nelso/i. The article follows: 

Like many other people, I used to spend 
a good deni of time trying to figure out 
why it was that Americans are the real 
thing when It comes to fighting. 

With *ons of Uncle Sam holding all the 
championships from the splderwelghts to 
the giants such reflection was only nat 
ural. 

What was the secret of the great sue 
cess of such men as Sullivan. Fltzslm 
mons, Dixon. Corbett. Ryan, McGovern, 
Dempsey, McAullffo, Cons und—but never 
mind about me. 

There are lots of other great men 
could single out, but I name these offhand 
Just to Illustrate my point. 

And about Fitzsimmons. It's true 
enough he was born in Cornwall, Eng¬ 
land, and was raised In Australia, but he 
never really never learned to fight, never 
developed tliAt lrrlstlble punch, until he 
landed an these shores and became an 
adopted American . 

Why couldn't England produce such 
men? Or Franco? Or good old Ireland? 

• • • 

Not of Fighting Stock. 

Why was It so In my own case? 

My ancestors In Denmark were good, 
hard-working men. but as fighters they 
wpre Jokes. That's on tho square. Why 
was It that Just as soon as my father 
camo to America and settled down in 
Hegv^wlsch that I began sprouting muse) 
all over my back and arms and boga" 
Itching for a chance to win dollars and 
diamonds and championships. Why wh** 
It that I could make as much money In 
the fighting game In a few years as my 
aggregate ancestors did running back for 
600 years? 

Tho more I thought the matter over the 
more puzzled 1 got. Finally I determined 
that I would go across the pond and take 
a look at the old countries and see if 1 
could find out what the matter was. 

• • • 

Discovers the Reason. 


Well, I have found some of the reasons 
and they go a long way toward explaining 
things to my satisfaction, and In these ar 
tides lam going to tell the truth—like a 
straight from the shoulder punch. 

First, there may be some people who 
object to the fighting business. These 
people think It would be better If fighting 
were abolished altogether. 

“W"hat good are the fighters? All they 
know Is now to punch people and keep 
from being punched themselves," they 
say. 

1 don't agree with them. 

Fighting men have always been neccs 
sary to a progressive, dominant nation. 

Rome conquered the world with Its 
warriors. 

Then the Senators and statesmen said: 

We've had enough of fighting and blood. 
You fighters can now go to work. We 
men of brains will run the country now. 

And they did run It. 

• • • 

Rome Points a Lesson. 


Davis gave Longboat his Instructional 
“Try to keep up with the leader, whoever 
he 1«. Don't pass him until the very end 
of the race. Just keep at hi* heels If 
you can.” The Indian nodded ami 
grinned. 

Longboat was the original “Message to 
Garda" Lndhin. He did Just what Davis 
told him. A leader worked out of the 
bunch, with Longboat at his heels. He 
looked around and saw that the freak In 
the bathing suit wus dogging him. *Til 
shake him,” he thought, and hit up the 
pace for the next two miles At tho end 
Longboat wn.* «*lll at his heels, fresh and 
smiling, und the rest of the bunch wws 
way behind, out of sight and hearing. 

The leader was tiring, and slowed tip 
to let Longboat take the van and set the 
pare. But Longboat slowed up. too. and 
still kept nt his heels. The leader was 
winded, and. ns the rest of the bunch was 
far behind, thought he'd sit down for a 
minute, longboat snt down on the other 
aide of the road and smiled at him. long¬ 
boat always smile*. Soon they heard the 
rest of the runners comtng The white 
man started nt a terrific clip. He knew 
that he couldn't last the race out, but he 
made up his mind to hunt the Indian off 
Ms fc-et. Longboat met the sprint and 
ran fast or slow, kept his plare a few 
yards behind the whit* man. smiling, still. 
• • • 

Leader Collapsed. 

About five miles from the finish the 
leader fell In a heap, completely done up. 
Longboat stopped, looked at him, saw 
that he was done for and Jogged homo 
nt a slow dog trot. He finished nearly two 
mile® ahe.'vd of the second runner. and 
vv is within a minute of the second for the 
course, set by Sammy Mellor, 1 hour, 49 
minutes. 3> seconds He finished perfectly 
fresh and could have broken the record 
had he kept his pace in the last two 
miles. 

The feat stamped Longboat as a great 
distance runner A nv>nth later. Inst 
Thanksgiving day, Ixmghaat won the 
Ward Marathon nice of fifteen mile* In 
Toronto. The next month. Inst Christmas 
day. he mn In Hamilton again, and won 
the ten-mile road race with the greatest 
ease. 

• • • 

Mad* Bonhag Break Record, 

Longboat was a famous runner by this 
time, and a special invitation match race 
was arranged at Buffalo between hitn and 
George V. Bonhug. of the Irlah-Arm.rlcnn 
A- C.. of New York. Bon hag Is the world's 
champion and recordholdcr At the two and 
three-mile distances. It was an indoor 
race of three miles, a style and distance 
entirely new’ to Longboat- He did oo: 
win. but lie pushed Bon hag hard and com¬ 
pelled him te shave several seconds from 
his own world's record to beat the Indian 
by a single yard It was the greatest In¬ 
door rare ever seen 

In the light of thcae facts, it appears 
thrift Longboat's record-breaking vlc’.ory 
In iho B, A A Marathon Friday was 
not a fluke victory In any seqse Long¬ 
boat la. without any exception, the grea:- 
est long-distance runner iho world has 
ever seen.
